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The Far Eastern Republic’s Army

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In view of the fact that there is fight- 
ing going on at present in the Far 
Eastern Republic this article will be 
of especial interest to military ob- 
servers. Mr. Wood is a well known 
war correspondent of the Chicago 
Daily News and has spent consider- 
able time in the Far East. He thor- 
oughly knows the country he describes 


‘in this article. 
S public at present, and about one- 
third of the adult male population 
is following it as a means of livelihood. 
It provides an existence, something which 
has been extremely uncertain in recent 
years, and in addition there is a well de- 
fined necessity for an army, which makes 
military service a patriotic duty. The 
army is neither well equipped, comfortably 
clothed nor sufficiently fed, but it has shown 
its willingness and ability to fight, which 
makes it an important factor in the life 
of the world’s youngest republic.

In shape the Republic is like a_dumb- 
bell, stretching from the Japan Sea to 
Lake Baikal and sandwiched between the 
Russian Socialistic Federative Soviet Re- 
public (Soviet Russia), on the North, and 
Manchuria and Inner Mongolia, on the 
South. Though the larger part of Siberia, 
including Kamchatka, «is thus nominally 
under the control of Moscow, the smaller 
southern portion, which is governed from 
Chita, comprises the richest and most 
populous portion of the continent. Two 
Japanese expeditions now sre occupying 
the eastern borders of the Republic and 
controlling its. means of communication 
with the outside world except through 
Soviet Russia; one holding the north half 
of the island of Sakhalin and a large por- 
tion of the adjacent mainland around the 
mouth of the Amur river, while the other 
holds the, southwest tip of the Republic, 
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in which Nikolsk-Ussurisk and Vladivostok 
and the rail terminal are situated. 


Japanese in Control. 


As the Japanese disarmed all the in- 
habitants and local military authorities in 
the Vladivostok area in April, 1920, it has 
been easy for them to establish local gov- 
ernments as suited their pleasure or busi- 
Less interests. The remnants of the 
Scmenoff, Kalmikoff, —", and Wrangel 
troops haye been brought into this area 
under Japanese protection so that a dis- 
eont and dissatisfied force is always 
available for any desperate attempt against 
the constituted authorities, 

The last revolution under Japanese 
patronage was in May, 1921, when the 
representatives of the Chita government 
were driven out and a local government 
under the two Merkuloff brothers was 
placed in power. About $30,000,000 of 
supplies purchased by the former Kerensky 
government remain in Vladivostok, while 
the numerous forestry, mining, railroad 


‘and other concessions demanded by Japan 


were refused. by the Chita government. 
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As soon as these are disposed of to Japan, 
the Merkuloff government will be per 
mitted to fade out of the picture. : 
The Japanese area around Vladivostok 
extends about 120 miles north to Byge 
nievka station on the Ussuri railroad, % 
posite the south end of Lake Hanka. 
Merkuloff government in that limited ar@ 
is the only one which questions the 
thority of Chita over the territory of th 
Far Eastern Republic. It is equally ob 
cus that this government cannot sw 
more than twenty-four hours after the p 
tecting shell of Japanese troops is will 
drawn. Since Semenoff fled from Chita # 
au airplane in December, 1920, the 
organized opposition to the Far Eastem@ 
Republic within its borders disappe 
except in the Vladivostok area under # 
control of the Japanese expedition.

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Naval Appropriation Bill Reported in House 


ITH an extended speech and re- 
port, Chairman Kelley of the Navy 
Department sub-committee of the 
Heuse Committee on Appropria- 
tions presented the naval appropriations 
to the House on April 10. For the first 
time since the creation of the large Ap- 
propriations Committee a minority report 
was submitted. The minority views were 
signed by. Representatives Tinkham, Vare, 
Wasson, Magee, Gallivan and Houston. 

Mr. Kelley’s report and speech were an 
able presentation of his views, and the 
minority report, although shorter, was one 
of the most vigorous documents that has 
eyer been presented to the House. Chair- 
man Kelley had in his report yielded 2,000 
from his original plans and favored 67,000 
instead of 65,000. The minority views 
were in support of the recommendations 
of Secretary Denby. The minority mem- 
bers of the committee insisted that Con- 
gress should appropriate for 96,000 men. 

In the course of his report, Mr. Kelley 
stated that: “The amount proposed for 
the naval service ($229,744,108) is $180,- 
929,181.28 less than the appropriations 
for the current fiscal year and $193,306,- 
(77.13 less than the estimates. 

“The committee has been guided in the 
preparation of this bill by two controlling 
factors. First, to translate into a reality 
the great hope given to the country that 
the Conference on the Limitation of Arm- 
ament would result in the burdens of 
preparation for war being materially light- 
ened, which accounts in large measure for 
the tremendous savings effected in this bill. 

“The other controlling factor in the 
preparation of the bill was the policy of 
the committee to provide adequately for a 
Navy of such size as under the terms of 
the pending treaty the United States would 
he entitled to maintain. 

“The Conference on the Limitation of 
Armament agreed that the United States 
should retain eighteen capital ships. This 
committee has proceeded on the assump- 
tion that sufficient personnel should be 
provided to keep these capital ships in 
full commission, together with all the nec- 
essary destroyers, submarines, available 
cruisers, -oilers, tenders, airplane carriers, 
ammunition ships, colliers, store ships, and 
every other auxiliary necessary to make 
the eighteen capital ship fleet complete, 
well rounded out and properly manned and 
officered. 


**Adequate Personnel.’’ 


“In addition to making proper provision 
for such a combatant fleet, adequate per- 
sonnel has been provided for such patrol 
craft in the Far East, in Central and 
South America, in the ‘West Indies, and 
in the Mediterranean, as experience has 
shown to be desirable for the protection 
of American interests. 


“In arriving at proper conclusions as to 
the number and types of auxiliary ships 
which would be needed fully to fit out an 
eighteen battleship fleet and to meet pa- 
trol requirements the committee experi- 
enced but little difficulty. Such a list of 
ships was practically agreed upon by the 
committee and the Navy Department. The 
next problem after agreeing upon the list 
of ships was to determine the number of 
men required to man them. At this point 
the committee experienced some difficulty 

ause of the varying opinions of experts 
relative to ships’ quotas, It was finally 
decided to ascertain the number of men 
carried on these identical ships on some 
recent available date and to be guided 
largely in providing personnel by the num- 
ber actually carried upon the ships on the 
date selected. ‘The Committee on Naval 
Affairs had gone into this matter of per- 
sonnel quite extensively only a few weeks 
%0 and had obtained the information, 
Which this committee desired, as of Feb. 1, 
The committee, therefore, accepted 
the figures of that date given to the Naval 
Committee by the Navy Department.” 

After giving the list of the ships with 
the personnel which would be assigned to 
them under the bill as reported, the report 
Continues: 

“The foregoing constitute, with the ex- 
‘eptions hereinafter noted, the number of 
‘essels which the department itself indi- 
‘ated to the committee it desired to oper- 
= hext year without any suggestion from 

committee as to the number of enlisted 
Wen that might be appropriated for. They 
call for a total of 49,492 men, to which 
thould be added 632 men serving in avia- 
won ratings afloat on Feb. 1, 1922, and 
in additional men for flagship duty, swell- 
50 the total to 50,824. In this total of 
lo 24 men, over 1,300 men have been al- 

Wed for different vessels over: and above 
oor mber actually on board on Feb. 1, 

<<, and 93 men have been allowed for 
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each of 103 destroyers, while destroyers in 
full commission on Feb. 1, 1922, had an 
average of 87 men on board, which num- 
ber, if applied to the 103 destroyers, would 
permit reducing the total of 50,824 by 618 
men. 

“An allowance, therefore, of 50,000 men 
for the Navy afloat for the coming year 
the committee believes will meet all the 
requirements of the situation. 

“A request of the Navy Department for 
23 destroyers to be kept in reduced com- 
mission with half complements aboard and 
for men to operate Eagle boats and sub- 
chasers represents practically the only de- 
ductions made by the committean calcu- 
lating the number of men required. 

“The Eagle boats and subchasers have 
been used during the past year largely by 
the Naval Reserve Force. The committee 
believes that until the Naval Reserve situ- 
ation has been cleared up by necessary 
legislation such training of reserves as the 
Navy Department desires to do during the 
coming year may as well be done during 
the summer months on board regular ves- 
sels of the Navy, as was done in the days 
of the Naval Militia. 

“On July 1, 1916, there were 362 ves- 
sels in the Navy. On March 1, 1922, there 
were 931 vessels in the Navy. On the lat- 
ter date, excluding destroyers and subma- 
rines, the Navy was in possession of 254 
additional vessels of a nondescript char- 
acter, including Eagle boats, subchasers, 
tugs, yachts, motorboats and various mis- 
cellaneous craft. If all of these hundreds 
of craft, built or picked up during the war 
for some special need, are to be retained 
and kept in full commission tens of mil- 
lions of dollars will be required for main- 
tenance, upkeep and personnel. The com- 
mittee has declined to make provision for 
the deadwood of the Navy. It should be 
laid up and whenever possible sold. It 
constitutes a millstone around the neck of 
the Navy.” 


Reduction of Personnel. 


Explaining how the personnel is to be 
reduced under the provisions of the bill, 
Mr. Kelley said: 

“The appropriations are based upon 65,- 
000 enlisted men and 2,000 apprentice sea- 
men. A paragraph is included requiring 
the Secretary of the Navy, immediately 
upon approval of the bill, to begin to re- 
duce the enlisted strength by furlough with- 
out pay, by discharge, or otherwise, under 
regulations he may prescribe, so that the 
average number of enlisted men in the 
Navy during the fiscal year 1923 will not 
exceed the number stated. Such para- 
graph enables the Secretary immediately 
to eliminate in the manner indicated men 
who have served less than twelve years 
and men who have served between eighteen 
and twenty-five years in the Navy, or, in 
the discretion of the Secretary, either to 
continue in the Service or transfer to the 
Fleet Naval Reserve men who have served 
over twelve years and less than twenty- 
five years, and preserves to all who may 
go out by reason of the provision continu- 
ous service rights, privileges and emolu- 
ments in the event of their. being re-en- 
listed. 

“There were in the Navy on Feb. 1, 
1922, 6,156 officers of line and staff. In 
addition there were 389 Reserve officers 
on active duty, making a total of 6,545. 
To this should be added 535 graduates 
from the Naval Academy in case the full 
number of graduates are commissioned. 
This would make a grand total of 7,080 offi- 
cers to be provided for during the coming 
year. 

“By reason of reductions made possible 
by the pending treaty and by carrying out 
the policy proposed by the committee to 
lay up surplus destroyers and to eliminate 
some 254 vessels of a nondescript charac- 


ter it is not believed the number of offi-* 


cers above specified as being available for 
the coming year will be necessary. A re- 
duction, therefore, is proposed of 724 offi- 
cers. 

“This reduction is brought about by 
making no provision for continuing in the 
Service on active duty Naval Reserve offi- 
cers and by commissioning only 200 of the 
585 graduates of the Naval Academy. The 
balance of the officer per is in no 
way disturbed by this bill. ‘Whatever re- 
ductions are made, if any are necessary in 


the future, should be made after careful 
consideration and in such manner as will 
not disturb the efficiency of the naval or- 
ganization. Naturally, the consideration 
of this question will fall within the juris- 
diction of the Naval Committee of the 
House. 

“The original estimates for the ‘Pay of 
the Navy’ were based upon 106,000 men 
and on the rates of pay prescribed in the 
act of May 18, 1920, which expires by its 
own terms June 30, 1922. It is, there- 
fore, necessary that the amounts carried 
for ‘Pay of the Navy’ in this bill should 
be based on the rates prevailing prior to 
approval of the act of May 18, 1920. Leg- 
islation is now pending before Congress 
looking toward the permanent adjustment 
of the rates of pay and allowances of the 
Navy and various other Services, but as 
yet no action has been taken by either 
House, so for the purposes of this appro- 
priation any proposed legislation must be 
disregarded. In the event that the provi- 
sions of the act of May 18, 1920, should 
be extended or continued in some modified 
form it will be necessary to appropriate 
additional money for ‘Pay of the Navy.’ 


Fuel and Transportation. 


On the question of fuel and transporta- 
tion, Mr. Kelley explains the attitude of 
the committee in the following: 

“The current appropriation for fuel 
originally was $17,500,000. In the second 
deficiency act, 1922, the Secretary of the 
Navy was authorized to use in addition 
thereto $6,282,685.33 of reappropriated 
sums and of sums saved under other cur- 
rent appropriations. The original estimate 
for fuel for 1923 called for $25,000,000, 
but that was based on an enlisted strength 
of 106,000 men and contemplated using a 
great number of vessels which it is intend- 
ed. by the committee shall be placed out of 
commission or sold. The department’s re- 
vised estimate, submitted at the hearings, 
is $17,426,053.81. The committee proposes 
$16,000,000 and believes that this sum will 
prove adequate if the department contin- 
ues to watch the fuel expenditures as close- 
ly as it has during the past few months. 
The Navy was confronted with an esti- 
mated deficiency of $12,500,000 for fuel 
last November. Latest reports would in- 
Gieate that the $6,282,685.33 allowed in 
the second deficiency act, 1922, will take 
care of the situation, and the committee 
desires particularly to commend the Secre- 
tary of the Navy for bringing about this 
splendid economy. 

“The Bureau of Engineering is conduct- 
ing an educational campaign in the use of 
fuel oil and the results in fuel oil saving 
have in some cases been amazing. Next 
year, with a better educated fireroom force 
and with constant pressure for economy, 
the committee believes that the sum it pro- 
poses will be sufficient.” 

In his defense of the appropriations for 
aviation, Mr. Kelley said: 

“The amount proposed under this head 
is $7, 4 is sum exceeds the 
amount appropriated for the present fiscal 
year for the same purposes by $953,519. 
Under the rules of the House this commit- 
tee has no jurisdiction over new construc- 
tion of aircraft or new construction at air- 
craft stations and for that reason it has 
not been possible to carry any money in 
this bil! for such purposes. It is esti- 
mated that approximately $7,306,575 will 
be needed for new aircraft and $500,000 
for construction work at aircraft stations. 
If the Congress should appropriate these 
additional sums the total for aviation for 
the coming year would amount to $15,793,- 
135. However, owing to the rules of the 
House, above mentioned, your committee 
only proposes $7,986,560.” 

The Marine Corps appropriations and 
the prospects of a decrease in the strength 
of the corps are set forth by Mr. Kelley in 
the following: 

“The original éstimates of the Marine 
Corps are based upon an average enlisted 
strength of 20,000 men and call for a total 
appropriation of $28,423,336.20. In fram- 
ing the appropriation bill under which the 
Marine Corps is now functioning the com- 
mittee took into account a considerable 
quantity of reserve supplies.and, frankly, 
gambled more or less on a declining mar- 
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ket. The Marine Corps will not ineur a 
deficiency, due largely to the persistent ef- 
ferts of the commandant of the corps, as- 
sisted by the quartermaster of the co 

to cut expenses in every possible way; 

no better illustration of the co-operation 
he has had may be cited than the splendid 
accomplishments of the commander of the 
base at Quantico, Va. 

“The amount proposed in this bill for 
the Marine Corps is , . The 
amount proposed provides for 19,500 en- 
listed men and approximately the same 
number of officers as are now inthe Ser- 
vice, i.e., 942, but is on the basis of the 
yay rates prevailing prior to the act -of 


May 18, 1920. ‘ 

“The total of enlisted men in the Ma- 
rine Corps on March 15, 1922, was 20,- 
5 The committee believes that as soon 
as the marines are withdrawn from Santo 
Domingo, where in the naipeboetond of 
2,000 are now stationed, 17,500 enlisted 
men should meet all reasonable 
upon the corps. It is understood that the 
administration intends to bring these ma- 
rines back some time during the ensuing 
fiscal year, but circumstances 
time so indeterminate that the committee 
feels it would be unwise to attempt to fix 

upon a time and curtail app ‘iations upon 
such an uncertain premise. It has the as- 
surance of the Secretary of the Navy and 
the commandant, however, that a8 soon as . 
the marines in Santo Domingo are re- 
turned, wholly or in part, they will not en- 
list or re-enlist men to take their places.” 

Under the head of “Increase of the 
Navy,” Mr. Kelley discusses the plans for 
the distribution of unexpended _ balances 
for ships that are to be scrapped.

The increases and decreases in the prin- 
cipal items of the bill are as follows:

800; instruments and supplies for Bureau

Under the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair there is an increase of $176,630 
for salaries and a decrease of $8,300,000 
for construction and repair of vessels. 
There is an increase of $61,400 for sal- 
aries in the Bureau of Ordnance and a 
decrease of $4,533,000 for ordnance stores, 
$45,000 for experiments and $2,000 for 
contingent. 


Navy Pay Cut $44,001,287. 


Under the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts there is an increase in salaries, etc., 
which were formerly charged to mainte- 
nance, Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, 
of $407,680. The decrease in the pay of 
the Navy is $44,001,287; in the provisions 
of the Navy, $6,339,060.50; maintenance, 
$1.930,740; fuel and transportation, $1,- 
500,000; total decrease, Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts, $53,363,407.50. 

The decreases coming under the head of 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery are: Sal- 
aries, $3,000; medical department, $520,- 
000: contingent, $65,000, and care of hos- 
pital patients, $15,000. Under this head 
bringing home bodies, etc., is increased 
$65,000. Total decrease, Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery, $538,000. 

The Bureau of Yards and Docks has an 
increase of $140,660 for salaries, Navy 
Department, and a decrease of $2,000,000 
for maintenance. Total decrease, Bureau 
of Yards and Docks, $1,859,340. 

Under Public Works, Bureau of Yards 
and Docks, the decrease amounts to $3,-

ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL. 


As this is being written the Administra- 
tion leaders in the House are confident 
that the Appropriations Committee will 
meet with defeat in its efforts to reduce 
the strength of the Navy to 67,000. There 
is no doubt that Majority Leader Mondell, 
Chairman Madden of the Appropriations 
Committee and Chairman Kelley of the 
Navy Department sub-committee are in a 
desperate situation in their efforts to domi- 
nate the House. Rumors of compromises 
have been rife, but at this time the indica- 
tions are that nothing can be accomplished 
in this direction. 

The Appropriations Committee went so 
far in the reduction of the Navy personnel 
that the issue as to whether the Navy was 
to be actually maintained at its treaty 
strength was clearly drawn. With all of 
his skill in debate, Mr. Kelley was not able 
to obscure it. The question broadened to 
include the relations between this country 
and the other powers, as they developed at 
the Arms Conference. Secretary of State 
Hughes recognized this in his letter to 
Representative John J. Rogers of Massa- 
chusetts, ‘The Secretary of State in his 
letter made it plain that the American del- 
egates had proceeded on the theory that 
the American fleet, in order to maintain 
its ratio authorized by the treaty, should 
be fully and efficiently manned. What it 
required to man the fleet, the Secretary in- 
dicated, should be determined by the naval 
authorities. 

That this would be the attitude of the 
American delegates to the conference was 
forecast in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
of Dee. 24. 

In that issue this paper published an 
interview with Senator Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts, chairman of the American dele- 
gation to the conference. As chairman of 
the delegation, Senator Lodge expressed 
the belief that Congress should increase 
rather than decrease the personnel of the 
Navy, as the fleet was undermanned. Sec- 
retary Hughes’s letter only shows “that 
Senator Lodge was speaking with the high- 
est authority in his interview. These state- 
ments by Secretary Hughes and Senator 
Lodge showed the fallacy of the argument 
for the reduction of the Navy on account 
of the treaty entered into at the confer- 
ence. It forced the House into the posi- 
tion of choosing between the judgment of 
part of the Appropriations Committee and 
the expert opinions of the naval officers. 


President Opposed to Radical Cuts. 


The views expressed by Secretary of 
State Hughes, the strong statement by Sec- 
retary Denby and the facts presented by 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt in his Na- 
tional Press Club speech made it plain 
that President Harding will stand firmly 
against the radical reductions now in the 
bill. Even Secretary of War Weeks de- 
clared to the correspondents that if the 
American delegates to the conference had 
proposed the reduction in the strength of 
the Navy that had been reported out of the 
Appropriations Committee such a wave of 
indignation would have swept over the 
country that the treaties would have been 
rejected by the Senate. 

Thus fortified, the supporters of a Navy 
adequate to comply with the treaty as- 
sailed the Appropriations Committee on 
April 10 and for four days the debate was 
most animated. Most of the large states 
held caucuses of their delegations in Con- 
gress, in which the issues were argued with 
as great earnestness as they were upon the 
floor of the House. 

That there was widespread interest in 
‘what was going on in the House was ap- 
parent from the mass of telegrams and let- 
ters that poured in upon the members. As 
a whole, the National Guard and Reserve 
officers rallied to the support of the Navy 
as well as did the Naval Reserve officers. 
That this was having its effect upon the 
members of the House became apparent in 
the second day of the debate and Messrs. 
Madden, Mondell and Kelley attempted to 
force early action on the bill. They were 
losing ground every hour and were anx- 
ious for an early vote. They were unable, 
however, to resist the demand of the mem- 
bers for time and the debate. was con- 
tinned. 

To add to their discomfiture, rumors 
were in circulation that the President 
would veto the Naval Appropriation bill if 
it came to him in the form in which it was 
reported out of the committee. The dis- 
cussion in the House, however, was im- 
proving the prospects in the Senate and a 
situation was developing under which the 
President was assured that he would re- 
ceive the. support of the country if he 
should send to the Congress a strong mes- 
sage disapproving drastic cuts in the 
strength of the Army and Navy. 


The Army Bill. 


While the Navy appropriations were on 
the front line this wee

tain terms to its representatives in Con- 
gress. 

The effect of this revival of virile Amer- 
icanism throughout the country upon Army 
legislation will be manifested when the 
Army Appropriation bill comes up in the 
Senate and.is returned to the House. An 
increase inthe number of both officers and 
enlisted men will be made in the Senate. 
This is practically assured. ‘The Senate 
will follow the recommendations of the 
War Department, both in officers and men. 
It is believed that the House will recede 
without much contest on the number of 
officers. When the bill passed the House 
it was predicted that 12,000 officers would 
be finally agreed to in the conference com- 
mittee. With the recent developments in 
the fight on the naval bill, the belief is ex- 
pressed that the House will eventually 
vote for 13,000 Army officers, although the 
result is still in doubt. At the same time, 
it is believed that the naval bill will event- 
ually carry approximately the recommen- 
dations of the department. The Senate 
will eliminate most of the cuts in the 
smaller items for both of the bills and 
bring them back to the House in a fairly 
satisfactory form to the departments. 

Already there are indications that the 
Senate will accept the ‘War Department’s 
recommendations for the National Guard, 
Reserve officers, Reserve cers’ Train- 
ing Corps and the Citizens’ Training 
Camps. With the hearings in the Senate, 
it is believed that the country will be ad- 
vised of the manner in which the House 
has ignored the Army Reorganization act 
in failing to provide for the development 
of the Army of the United States with the 
three component parts. 

The House will be less inclined to yield 
on the number of enlisted men for the Reg- 
ular Army than on any other point. As 
in the Navy, it will be the most hotly con- 
tested issue between the Senate and the 
House. 

Representative McKenzie will not press 
the pay bill until after the Navy bill has 
passed and the House has had time to re- 
cover from the effects of the Navy fight. 
The bill is on the program to come up 
after the Navy bill, when Mr. McKenzie 
will become active. 





MINORITY REPORT SUBMITTED 
ON NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS. 


In dissenting from the majority report 
on the Naval Appropriation bill, the mi- 
nority members, Representatives Tinkham, 
Vare, Wason, Magee, Gallivan and Hus- 
ted, emphasize the importance of maintain- 
ing the treaty ratio of the United States 
Navy. In the course of the report the 
minority members say: 

“The underlying principle on which in 
future the strength of our Navy must be 
determined is its strength in relation to 
Great Britain and Japan. This is the 
policy of the 5-5-3 ratio, that is, equality 
with Great Britain and 5-3 of the strength 
of Japan. This is the basic naval policy 
of the United States as set forth in the 
limitation of arms treaty which has now 
been ratified by the Senate. 

“The bill ignores this basic policy and 
oears no reference to the other powers 
whose strength must determine our pro- 
portion in this ratio. 

“The dream of pacifists to disarm the 

world through example has never scrapped 
a gun. The principle of limitation by in- 
ternational agreement, on the contrary, 
has made the only great step along this 
line. 
“This bill is an attempt to ignore the 
agreement, to disregard the navies of 
Great Britain and Japan, to give us the 
smallest. forte of the three, and to estab- 
lish a principle for which no responsible 
statesman in the world’s history has ever 
stood, the principle of limitation of arma- 
ment by example. 

“The fact that the committee’s .report 
shows a formidable array of ships allowed 
on paper should deceive no one; they are 
not fully manned. Men fight, not ships; 
an undermanned ship. is a sick ship. Nec- 
essary as is good material, it is the. offi- 
cers and men that make a navy, and they 
cannot be trained except in time. of peace. 

“For the first time in its history this 
country has adopted a naval policy. It 
means equality with the strongest. If that 
policy is now disregarded by the adoption 
of this bill, we will sink to the rank of a 
third-rate naval power with little voice in 
any future world councils. No one doubts 
that the potential] superiority of the Amer- 
ican Navy was the controlling factor in 
the negotiations of the recent’ conference. 
Had our delegates negotiated a treaty that 
placed this country below Great Britain 
or Japan in naval strength they would 
have been denounced as traitors—not a 
single vote of the Senate would have been 
tecorded in its, favor—yet this bill pro- 
poses fo place this country, in that very 
position. 
“By an unfortunate circumstance. the 
committee obtained its figures on the num- 
ber of perecnnet, ired to man the fleet 
for atime when all ships.were far below , 
the summary 
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sary to avoid a deficiency in the appropria- 
tion ‘Pay of the Navy.’ The Commander. 
in-Chief officially reported that it was im- 
possible to maintain the efficiency of the 
fleet with the men on board at that time. 

“The Secretary of the Navy has deter- 
mined that the treaty Navy requires for 
the present a minimum of 96,000 men, 
while this bill allows but 67,000. 

“Secretary Denby states that if the Con- 
gress reduces the Navy to 67,000 men he 
will use these men to the best advantage, 
making a well-rounded fully manneti force, 
with but thirteen battleships as a nucleus 
(see pp. 364-370 of the hearings). <A 
small efficient force is better than a large 
paper Navy that would only deceive the 
eountry as to its strength. 

“This bill allows 50,000 afloat and 17,- 
000 on shore. Experience in our Navy 
shows that for every 1,000 men afloat 500 
men are required on shore. Out of 96,000 
total, 32,000 must be maintained on shore, 
The British Admiralty rule, as announced 
to the House of Commons, is 600 ashore 
for every 1,000 afloat. 

“In view of the foregoing we maintain 
that both the spirit and the letter of the 
naval treaty is violated by the provisions 
of this bill. It neither maintains an ade- 
quate efficient Navy nor upholds our pro- 
portion in the 5-5-3 ratio. We believe its 
paper economies to be illusory in principle 
and dangerous in practice. 

“In view of the economic situation, and 
of the unusual and onerous burdens that 
will confront our National Treasury in 
the coming year and with the understand- 
ing that we are not forming a precedent in 
disregard of the treaty ratio, we recom- 
mend as an irreducible minimum that the 
enlisted personnel of the Navy for the 
next fiscal year be fixed at 80,000 men and 
6,000 apprentices, and that adequate pro 
vision be made to maintain the Navy on 
this basis.” 


NAVY BILL AS REPORTED 
PROVIDES “LAME DUCK” NAVY, 


Ina speech to the National Press Club 
on April 10, Assistant Secretary Roose 
velt declared that the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill as reported by the House Commit- 
tee on Appropriations would give the coun- 
try a “lame duck” Navy. Mr. Roosevelt 
insisted that to pass the House bill would 
be a national disaster. He analyzed the 
report of Chairman Kelley and gave a com- 
plete answer to every supporter of the bill 
in the debate that is now in progress in 
the House. He showed the fallacies of the 
majority report, giving a detailed compari- 
son between the personnel of the American 
Navy and that of the British and Japa- 
nese. 

In the course of his speech Mr. Roose- 
velt said: 

“We believe in the limitation of arma- 
ment. We have demonstrated our belief 
by our accomplishments. ‘We got this lim- 
itation because we had a good Navy. There 
unquestionably will be further conference 
in the future. The ‘lame duck” Navy pro 
vided by this bill will destroy our infiu- 
ence in such conference, for who will heed 
an impotent country? 

“We believe we are a just nation. We 
unquestionably wish peace. Under this 
‘lame duck’ Navy we will be a second-rate 
country. As such, we will have but little 
influence in the world for peace and jus 
tice. The very people who smugly an- 
nounce the lofiness of our ideals when 
they advocate such reduction would by 
one stroke render these ideals ineffectual. 
There is nothing more pitiable or useless 
than the man or woman who means well 


weakly. Under the ‘lame duck’ Navy we 
would be a country which meant well 
weakly. 


“Under the treaty our relationship with 
England and Japan is 5-5-3. The English 
navy this year will have some 104,000 
men ; the Japanese will have 68,250. We, 
under the House bill, will have only 67,- 
000. This bill, therefore, has established 
a naval ratio of 2%-5-3, with the United 
States on the small end. The guns are of 
no account unless we have the men be 
hind them. ‘The men behind the guns are 
the Navy. 

“The battleship is the keystone of the 
naval arch. On the battleships the naval 
treaty was predicated. We are allowed 
eighteen battleships by treaty agreement. 
With the personnel allowed us in this bill 
we can keep but thirteen of these battle 
ships in full commission. Five will have to 
be put in ordinary with only 200 men on 
board. <A battleship in ordinary is not & 
battleship; it is merely a naval relic. If 
the battleship is to act with any degree 
of efficiency it must have as its necessary 
complement auxiliary craft. 

“Next year Great Britain will keep 
ready for active service 1,307.785 tons of 
combatant vessels; Japan will maintain 
ready for active service approximately 

.000 tons of combatant vessels. 
United States, on the other hand, under 
this bill, will only be able to keep ready 
for immediate service 703,148 tons of com 
batant craft. 

“The bill at present, by éliminating the 
possibility of manning the Eagle boats 
and submarine chasers, largely destroys 
our’ Naval Reserve, a very important ad- 
junct of our Navy. When the emergency 
arises and the fleet has to be expand 


quickly a. trained .Naval Reserve cuts 


months from the time necessary to put our 


fleet .on a war footing.” f

Secretary Hughes on 
Strength of the Navy 


The letter written by Secretary of State 
[lughes to Representative Rogers of Mas- | 
sachusetts in regard to the proper strength | 
of the Navy under the naval treaty must 
furnish food for thought even for the paci- 
fists. | 

It was Mr. Hughes who first announced | 
the naval scrapping program at the Arms 
Conference. But in making the announce- | 
ment he assumed that everyone would un- | 
derstand that limitation did not mean com- | 
plete disarmament, or disarmament to the 
point of national danger. 

In his letter the Secretary takes a de- 
cided stand against those forces which 
would cripple the first line of defense of | 
the nation. 





Text of Hughes Letter. 


The letter, which was written to Rep- 
resentative Rogers of Massachusetts, a 
member of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, read: 

“I have received your letter requesting | 
my opinion as to the proposed reduction | 
from the present enlisted personnel of the 
United States Navy to 67,000 enlisted | 
men. You state that you write to me be- 
cause of my relation to the recent confer- 
ence on limitation of armaments and to the 
negotiation of the naval treaty which fixes 
limitations for capital ship tonnage, with 
respect to the United States, Great Brit- 
ain and Japan, in the ratio of 5-5-3. 

“Under this treaty the United States is 
allowed now to retain eighteen capital 
ships. You say that you are advised by 
the Navy Department that the proposed 
reduction in personnel will mean that not 
exceeding twelve capital ships can be kept 
in commission. As to this, I am not qual 
fied to express an expert opinion, but I | 
have questioned the naval experts wei 
whom the American delegates consulted 
during the recent conference and when | 








we found both accurate and in sympathy 
with the principle of limitation by agree- | 
ment, and I am advised that the proposed | 
number of enlisted men is far below the | 
number required to maintain our Navy 
upon the basis contemplated by the treaty. | 
Accepting this statement of fact, the only | 
question would seem to be whether our | 
Navy should be reduced below the treaty | 
standard by a provision of personnel in- 
adequate to maintain it.

“To this question I think there can be 
but one answer. I strongly believe that it | 
would be most injurious to the interests | 


aia tion 





of the United States not to maintain fully 
the standard of the treaty. 

“From whatever point of view it is con- | 
sidered, the question of appropriate naval | 
strength is a relative one. It was recog- | 
nized in calling the recent conference that | 
the only sound basis for effecting a reduc- | 
tion in naval armament was through an 
agreement among the naval powers which | 
would fix suitable limitations for their re- | 
spective navies in relation to each other. 
In the invitation to the conference it was 
said that there seemed to be no ground to 
expect the halting of the increasing outlay 
for naval armament ‘unless the powers 
most largely concerned find a satisfactory 
basis for an agreement to effect their limi- 
tation,” 

“Apparently this was the view of Con- 
gress when in the Naval Appropriation bill 
approved July 12,1921, it expressed the 
opinion that there should be an under- 
standing or agreement between the Gov- | 
crnments of the United States, Great Brit- | 
ain and Japan with respect to their build- | 
ing programs. 

“What was the purpose of the confer- 
ence if it was deemed to be a- wise policy 
to cut the Navy, irrespective of an agree- 
ment with the other powers? The ratifi- 
cation of the conference treaties is im- 
portant, but it is no less important that 
the policy which they defined should be 
adhered to. By agreement of the naval 
powers construction programs were virtu- 
ally abandoned and limitations were fixed. 
It would be truly extraordinary and a 
manifest reflection upon the work of the 
conference if the Navy of the United 
States were reduced below the standard 
thus established. 


Says Prestige is Threatened. 


“The American delegates were able to 
effect an agreement in this difficult and 
important matter because they asked for 
limitations in- proportion to. existing na- 
val strength, A very large reduction was 
thus effected while national security was 
left unimpaired. To alter that. relation 
Would be a very. serious matter for the 
United States, both impairing its prestige 
ind putting its security. in ‘jeopardy. 

“The American delegates deemed it to 
be essential that they should stand inflex- 
ibly for the ratio shown by existing 
‘trength and thus they insisted upon a_re- 
placement schedule which would give 
equality with Great Britain and a ratio of 
*3 with Japan. “This result was achieved. 
We should have taken a wholly indefen-: 
Sible positidn' had we ‘asked for less. ‘ But 
- What avail are so fabor and sticcess if 
le Navy-is ‘not kept ‘up to an e 
standard? : r F aie 
_T have been speakitig of .existing ¢on-; 
ditions, but what of the future? Upon. 
What basis: is thé-~United States to entér | 
future negotiations: ori’ the’ subject’ of ae | 
val armament? Are ‘we ‘to impair 
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existing relative strength and accept an 
inferior position? I should ‘suppose that 
such a proposition would require only to 
be stated, and that no one would defend it. 

“The United States in calling the con- 
ference, which has had such gratifying re- 
sults, has shown that reduction can be 
effected by agreement. We have reduced 
cur Navy, but we have kept our place. 
Great sums have been saved through the 
agreed reductions, but to cut under the 
agreement itself would be likely to prove, 
I believe, an expensive experiment. 

“I trust that an adequate personnel will 
be supplied to maintain the eighteen bat- 
tleships which the United States is en- 
titled to keep, together with the auxiliaries 


| that would be appropriate to such a fleet. 


Of course, I fully accept the view that the 
Navy, on the reduced basis, should be 
highly efficient.” 

Men from the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts, Republicans and Democrats alike, 
burst into applause at the end of the read- 
ing of the letter. 


MONUMENT UNVEILED 
TO REAR ADMIRAL PEARY, U.S.N. 


A memorial to the late Rear Admiral 
Robert E. Peary, U.S.N., the discoverer of 
the North Pole, on April 6, 1909, was un- 
veiled in Arlington National Cemetery, 
Va., April 6. The monument, which was 
erected by the National Geographical So- 
ciety from a design made by Admiral Peary 
before his death, was unveiled by his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Edward Stafford. 

Among those present at the unveiling 
were President and Mrs. Harding, officers 
of the Army and Navy, foreign ambassa- 
dors, members of Congress and well known 
scientists. Capt. Robert A. Bartlett, who 
was with Admiral Peary in the Arctic, and 
Vilhyjalmar Stefansson, the Arctic ex- 
plorer, were among those present. . 

The memorial consists of a huge oblate 
spheroid of granite. On the surface are 
hewn the outlines of the land and water 
masses of the earth’s surface. On one side 
of the supporting granite block, upon 
which rests the earth-shaped mass, is the 
Latin motto, “Inveniam viam aut faciam”’ 
(I will find a way or make one), which 
was a favorite quotation of the explorer. 

Peary’s success was the logical outcome 
of his years of preparation. He made the 
most of the experience of each voyage. He 
established the most practicable route to 
the Pole, inverited his own sledge to meet 
the local conditions, and reduced, detail 
by detail, the whole problem of Arctic ex- 
ploration to a science. 


LIEUT. G. A. POINDEXTER, U.S.N., 
PRAISED FOR RESCUE WORK 


The commander of the submarine base 
at New London, Conn., in a communica- 
tion to the Navy Department relative to 
the rescue of the crew of the gasoline 
schooner Grace Clinton by the U.S.S. S-19, 
on March 4, says, in part: 

“The commanding officer invites the de- 
partment’s attention to the splendid work 
of Lieut. G. A. Poindexter, U.S.N., in 
taking aboard the 8-19 the injured engi- 
neer of the schooner Elmer Forden, and 
to the efficient first aid which was also ad- 
ministered by Lieutenant Poindexter.” 

The department has commended the 
Lieutenant for the expeditious and efficient 
manner in which he assisted in the rescue 
work, which it says was in keeping with 
the best traditions of the naval service. A 
ecpy of the letter has been filed with the 
official efficiency record of Lieutenant 
Poindexter. 


CAPT. WALDO EVANS, U.S.N., 
PRAISED BY SAMOAN CHIEFS. 


Capt. E. T. Pollock, U.S.N., on March 
1, in accordance with orders from the Navy 
Department and a commission from the 
President of the United States, relieved 
Capt. Waldo Evans, U.S.N., as-command- 
ant at the naval training station, Tutuila, 
Samoa, and Governor of American Samoa. 

Captain Evans has been ordered as com- 
mandant of the 9th Naval District and 
commanding officer of the naval training 
station at Great Lakes, IIl. 

At the time of the inauguration of Cap- 
tain Pollock a resolution was read and 
presented to Captain Evans by a number 
of the highest chiefs of American Samoa 
in appreciation of his services as their 
governor. 

The resolution expressed sincere grati- 
tude for the things which ‘Captain Evans 
accomplished for the good of Samoa and 
its people and for his kindly and respectful 
treatment of them.

BRITISH MEDICAL SERVICES 
MAY BE MERGED INTO ONE. 


That all the trials and tribulations of 
the United States Army and Navy are 
being shared by the British forces is evi- 
denced by the following from the British 
Medical Journal of March 4: 

“It seems very probable that the medi- 
eal services of the Navy, Army and Air 
Force will all be merged into one, and this 
great change, apart from any question of 
economy, will indeed be a fortunate thing 
for the Naval Medical Service, which 
otherwise would seem destined to perish 
from inanition due to the lack of suitable 
eandidates, as well as to neglect by those 
ir authority to represent the best inter- 
ests of that service to which they belong. 
The silent but nevertheless scathing criti- 
cism passes by those temporary medical 
officers who served during the late war (I 
believe that out of 860 temporary sur- 
geon lieutenants only some two or three 
per cent. elected to become permanent on 
the offer being made by the Admiralty), 
must be apparent even to the dullest in- 
tellect. One reason given for this by a 
very keen and able young medical officer 
was that he would not wish to remain in a 
service where senior medical officers were 
treated with such scant consideration. 

“The placing on the retired list of senior 
men, who had reason to suppose that the 
Admiralty would honor its obligations, 
and that would reap a small return for 
their long and often arduous service dur- 
ing and also after the war; the very 
slight increase to the ordinary pre-war 
pension, as compared with other branches 
of the service; the casual and curt way in 
which these senior officers are placed on 
the retired list, without, in some cases, 
even any decent warning—these, and 
many other considerations, have created a 
feeling of much bitterness and resentment. 
This feeling is naturally known to the

PROCEDURE WITH REFERENCE 
TO OFFICERS UNDER 104TH A.W. 


A letter from the War Department un- 
Ger date of March 23, relative to pro- 
cedure with reference to officers under the 
104th Article of War, says: 

“1, Commanding officers imposing dis- 
ciplinary punishment upon officers under 
authority of the 104th Article of War 
will, in the letter of admonition, repri- 
mand, or official notification, invite the at- 
tention of the officer concerned to the right 
of appeal as provided in Par. 335, Manual 
for Courts-Martial, and direct him to re- 
turn the communication in question by 
indorsement. 4

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Scrapping Bill Reported 
, Favorably to the House 


By a vote of 12 to 8 the House Commit- 
tee. on Naval Affairs on April 8 voted to 
eliminate from the proposed omnibus naval 
bill all of the provisions with the excep- 
tion of those providing (as in H.R. 11214) 
for the scrapping program, which includes 
an authorization for the conversion of two 
battle cruisers into airplane carriers, as 
printed in this paper. April 8, page 751. 

This was the second time that the omni- 
bus bill was up before the Naval Affairs 
Committee. At the previous meeting, as 
stated in this paper, the committee voted 
to eliminate the personnel and other fea- 
tures, but adjourned before auth 
the chairman to report out the bill. This 
made it necessary to take a second vote on 
the bill, and the committee refused to 
change its attitude, although it is stated 
that the leaders of the House brought 
pressure to bear upon both the Republican 
and Democratic members. 


NAVY AIRMEN EXAMINATION 
BEING INVESTIGATED. 


Interest has been revived in the Capitol 
in the examinations of maval aviators 
which took place last winter. Senator 
David Walsh of Massachusetts, under a 
nenokation passed by the stax: Soe 
up the question by calling 
Williams, assistant cnet ge the Bureau 
of Navigation. Captain W: in his 
testimony took the position under the 
policy of the department, as required 
law, naval aviators must be qualified to 
discharge the duties of the line and must 
be fully able to pass the required examina- 
tion. ;

New System of Rating 
Adopted for the Navy 


Under the policy announced by Rear 
Admiral Thomas Washington, U.S.N., the 
Bureau of Navigation will assume control 
of advancement in rating of enlisted men 
in the petty officers’ grades of the Navy. 
This change is the result of agitation in 
Congress for legislation which would fix 


the number of enlisted men in the various 
des. Laws providing such a system 
or the Army have been enacted and in 
both the House and Senate there are ad- 
vocates of a similar law for the Navy. 
Secretary Denby and the Navy Depart- 
ment, in hearings before Congressional 
committees, protested vigorously against 
these proposals, ‘They insisted that the 
personnel of the Navy should be flexible, 
so that it could be fitted to the various 
types of vessels that are developed from 
time to time. They called attention to the 
fact that submarines require a hundred 
per cent. petty officers and enlisted men of 
a higher rating. They stated that there 
was a wide gap between the requirements 
for submarines and those for battleships. 


System to be Broadened. 


To satisfy this demand for a limitation 
upon the rating of enlisted men and to 
work out a system for the gradual reduc- 
tion of the rating of men which might be 
required by the reduction in the number 
of enlisted men the matter of the advance- 
ment in rating has been placed in charge 
of the Bureau of Navigation. Under this 
policy the system of advancement will be 
broadened to cover the entire Navy. As 
far as possible transfers will be made in 
the fleets and ships so that enlisted men 
found eligible for advancement will be 
promoted even if there are no vacancies 
upon the ship or at the station at which 
they are serving. In this respect it is be- 
lieved that the new system will prove more 
satisfactory to the Navy at large than the 
present plan for advancement in rating. 

In the following letter Admiral Wash- 
ington outlines the plan: 

“Reference: Articles D-4120 to D-4123, 
inclusive ;. D-4100 to D-4102, inclusive; 
D-4200 and D-4210; Bureau of Naviga- 
tion Manual. 

“It has become apparent that with the 
former and present methods of advance- 
ments in ratings the bureau cannot keep 
accurate control of the number of men in 
the various petty officer ratings, nor can 
it adjust the correct proportion in the vari- 
ous grades throughout the Service, both of 
which have become very necessary with the 
present system of appropriation by Con- 
gress for the ‘Pay of the Navy.’ To this 
end the bureau will control all advance- 
ment of petty officers according to the 
needs of the Service, and the above refer- 
ences will be considered in abeyance until 
further orders. 


Asks for Comment. 


“After a sufficient time has elapsed to 
judge the effects of this method on the 
Service, and the amount of clerical work 
entailed, the bureau will request comment 
thereon from commanders-in-chief and 
other officers in authority, and will then 
decide whether to adopt some other meth- 
od or to continue fhe procedure herein out- 
lined. Commanding officers are directed 
to note in appropriate place such para- 
graphs of the Bureau of Navigation Man- 
ual as are placed in abeyance. 

“Advancement in rating. The follow- 
ing procedure will be followed from date 
of receipt of this letter: 


“(a) Apprentice seamen will be advanced 
to seamen 2c. prior to transfer from train- 
ing stations. 

““(b) Other lower ratings: Men to be con- 
sidered qualified for advancement to the 
lower ratings (that is, other than petty 
officers’ ratings, or officers’ cooks and stew- 
ards), must serve in the next lower rating 
with an average of at least 3.5 each in pro- 
ficiency in rating, sobriety and obedience 
for six months." When qualified as above 
commanding officers may advance men to 
fill vacancies in complement to ratings other 
than petty officers, or officers’ cooks and 
stewards without reference to the bureau. 

“(e) Petty officers: Men to be consid- 
ered qualified for advancement to any petty 
officer rating or to officers’ cooks pm | stew- 
ards must serve in the next lower rating 
with an average of at least 3.5 each in 
wv in rating, sobriety and obedience 
or i hen - year. ved’ are so 
qua and who are consider good petty 
officer material may be recommend b 
name to the Bureau of Navigation for ad- 
vancement. The bureau will notify the com- 
manding officer of receipt of this recom- 
mendation, and when vacancies exist will 
authorize such advancement.

“(d) Chief petty officers: Petty officers 
le. will be advanced to chief petty officers 
by authority of the Bureau of Navigation as 
heretofore. Such men will not be recom- 
mended for advancement until they have 
served 1 year in their oy with 
an ave of 3.5 each in ciency in 
rating, ety and obedience. At least 6 
months of said service in grade shall have 
been on sea-going vessels, in the field with 
the marines beyond the continental limits 
of the United States, or in the case of avia- 
tion ratings, with an operating air station 
or aviation detachment.

COLONEL PARKER HONORED 
ON HIS VISIT TO CUBA. 

More than one hundred officers of the 
Cuban army went to the wharf in Havana 
to meet Col. Frank Parker, Inf., U.S.A., 
upon his recent visit to the Cuban capital. 
Colonel Parker had been invited to. visit 
Cuba as the guest of the President and 
the Secretary of War, and took advantage 
of his change of station from Washington, 
D.C., to Fort Benning, Ga., to accept the 
invitation. During his visit he was the 
guest of honor at a banquet givén by the 
officers of the Cuban army, at which were 
present the Secretary of War, General 
Castillo; former Minister of the Interior, 
General Machado: the Chief of Staff of 
thé Cuban army, General Montes, and his 
predecessor, General Varona, together with 
mere than 150 other officers. 

Colonel Parker. thirteen years ago, upon 
the request of Cuba and by approval of 
the United States. went to Cuba to estab- 
lish in Camp Columbia a squadron of Cav- 
alry and a School of Application for Cav- 
alry in which the officers of the Rural 
Guard, up to that time poorly instructed, 
might receive military instruction. He 
was there fhree years. 

General Montes, in an address of wel- 
come, reviewed the work of Colonel Par- 
ker while on duty in Cuba. 





The Dollar Expended for Governmental 
Purposes, New York City, 1921 


Of every dollar expended for various 
governmental purposes. in the city of New 
York, only seven cents go for national de- 
fense, while approximately forty-nine 
eents go for city purposes, thirty-one 
cents for Federal expenses other than na- 
tional defense, and twelve cents for state 
expenses. The graphic and table below 
show that the cost of the Army and the 
Navy forms a comparatively small part of 
the burden borne by the average taxpayer. 

Of the total of seven cents expended on 
the combined work of national defense, 
3.4 cents goes toward the upkeep of the

Army, while 3.6 cents is spent on the 
Navy. 

In order to show that New York city is 
no exception to the general rule, figures 
were compiled in the same manner for four 
representative cities in various sections. 
The other cities chosen were Chicago, San 
Francisco, St. Louis and New Orleans. 
Under this computation the average tax- 
ayer spends 7.7 cents out of every dol- 
ar the Government collects from him for 
taxes, in helping to maintain the Army 
and the Navy, while 34.6 cents goes for 
other Federal oy geo ten cents for state 
purposes and 47.7 cents for city purposes.

“This matter was referred by a refer- 
endum vote to our Council of Administra- 
tion throughout the country and the sum 
substance of the action is as follows: 

“*As a general rule, the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars of the United States should 
refrain from entering any controversy pel- 
teining to the size or reduction of the 
military establishment of the country, but 
we are forced to bear in mind the future 
adequate preparedness of the country and 
also keeping our Army on a par with those 
ef other countries.’ 

“Therefore, we urge upon the Congress 
of the United States that the Regular 
Army be kept at not less than 150,000 men 
ond the proportionate amount of officers 
not only to take care of the Army, but 
also to train and inspect National Guard 
organizations and Reserve Corps organ- 
izations.” 

John E. Edgerton, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, came 
out on April 11 in support of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy in his protest against 
the drastic cut in the nayal enlisted 
strength provided in the Naval Appropria 
tion bill now before the House.

PROTESTS AGAINST REDUCTION APPRO- 
PRIATION ARMY AIR SERVICE. 


Protests were made by Major Gen. Ma- 
son M. Patrick, Chief of the Air Service, 
and Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, Assistant 
Chief of the Air Service, in a hearing 
that was accorded them by the sub-com- 
mittee of the Senate Committee on Ap- 
propriations on April 12. They were ac- 
companied by Lieut. Col. A. L. Fuller and 
Major J. Y. Chisum, of the Air Service, 
and Dr. R. B. Moore, Chief Chemist of the 
Bureau of Standards. 

General Patrick discussed at length the 
reduction that would restrict the activities 
of the Service with the Organized Re- 
serves and the R.O.T.C. General Mit- 
cell discussed, lighter-than-airships, and 
the importance of maintaining the enlisted 
personnel of the Air Service. 

General Patrick objected very seriously 
to the cut of $260,000 made by the House 
in the appropriations for civilian person- 
He showed how this would interfere 


nel. 
with the operations of the Service. The 
general explained that the House had 


wade a reduction of $810,000 in the allow- 
ance for normal operations; a reduction 
of $201,000 in the appropriations for 
feld hangars. He also called attention to 
the importance of appropriating sufficient 
funds for experimental research, so as 
to keep the Service abreast with the prog- 
ress of aviation. 

General Mitchell, who recently returned 
from Europe, strongly argued for adequate 
appropriations for lighter-than-airships. 
He pointed out the value of lighter-than- 
airships, giving an account of how air- 
planes were launched from dirigibles. He 
also described how experiments in foreign 
countries were being made by landing air- 
craft on suspended wire-arrestors. These 
wire arrestors, he explained, would greatly 
increase the value of lighter-than-airships. 

General Mitchell in discussing the per- 
sonnel problems declared that it was nec- 
essary to keep up the enlisted personnel 
of the Air Service in order to maintain 
the equipment of the Air Service. 

Both urged legislation for a _ distin- 
guished flying cross to be awarded for 
extraordinary hazardous and important 
missions in the Air Service. They cited 
an instance of the Atlantic Ocean flight 
as a need for such a decoration. 

Dr. Moore explained the necessity for 
an inerease of, the appropriations for 
helium gas, if the gas was to be manu- 
factured in sufficient quantities for the 
Army and Navy. 


RE-ENLISTMENTS IN AIR SERVICE. 
The Air Service, always hovering near 





-the head of the list in the number of re- 


cruits obtained each month, has long pon- 
dered over the low rate of re-enlistments. 
Many opinions have been ventured as to 
the probable cause of the enlisted per- 
sonnel separating themselves from the Ser- 
vice at the expiration of their enlistment. 

Recently, the Air Service sent out to 
each man whose enlistment had expired a 
questionnaire, requesting information for 
their non-re-enlistment. Approximately 
twenty-five to fifty replies have been re- 
ceived. The general trend of these letters 
shows that more lucrative employment can 
be found in civilian life. As is well known, 
no better school for mechanically inclined 
men can be found than the aviation 
schools maintained at various fields. At 
the end of a three-year enlistment, a man 
is considered an expert in this line of 
Work, ° 

It is stated that the threatened drastic 
cuts by Congress in the Army personnel 
has had much to do with the extreme low 
rate of re-enlistments. If the enlisted per- 
sonnel is reduced to 115,000 men, it will 
naturally diminish the future prospects of 
men desirous of promotion and, attracted 
by the high wages paid outside of the Ser- 
vice, it is only natural for them to ac- 
cept thd latter. In only one instance was 
there a condemnation of Army life, and 
this solitary objection was due, the writer 
stated, to inadequate quarters. This de- 
fect has since been remedied. 





DANGEROUS REDUCTION IN APPROPRI- 
ATIONS FOR NAVAL AVIATION. 


An analysis of the Naval Appropriation 
bill as reported to the House shows a re- 
duction of $1,618,100 in aviation appropri- 
ation below the recommendations of Sec- 


retary of the Navy Denby and the budget. 
The total appropriated for the mainte- 
Nance and operations of aviation is $5,- 
475,000, of which $475,000 is to be ex- 
pended for the construction of catapults. 

The Bureau of Aeronautics is at pres- 
ent short of funds and its operations are 
to a great extent being carried on by the 
use of surplus war stocks. Little of this 
Stock will be available in 1923, as it is be- 
ceming exhausted and obsolete. Unless 
the amount of money appropriated for 
maintenance is increased, aviation opera- 
tions will be further curtailed and the 
Production of helium stopped. Further- 
More, in 1922, the fleet, due to deficiencies 
existing im the appropriations for. fuel, 


thus reducing the cost of requirements for 
the operation of aircraft. 

In 1923, sufficient money should be pro- 
vided to permit aircraft to accompany the 
fleet during all of its maneuvers and this 
cannot be done even with the strictest 
economy for less than $6,618,100, the 
‘amount asked for by the Secretary of the 
Navy. : 

Aviation was not limited at the Limi- 
tation of Armaments Conference. Every 
nation but our own is greatly increasing 
its aviation facilities. British naval avia- 
tion is much greater than ours. Great 
Britain’s naval aviation personnel is more 
than three times that allowed by this bill, 
and the actual number of aircraft is many 
times greater than ours. Japan’s naval 
aviation is already equal in numbers to 
ours. 

The committee, when it states that the 
sum reported in the bill exceeds the 
amount appropriated for the fiscal year by 
$953,519, is attempting to conceal an 
actual reduction. It neglects to state that 
in the bill reported the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics assumes the payment for clerical, 
inspection, messenger and drafting forces 
heretofore included in the appropriations 
for other bureaus. Reductions made in 
the appropriations of other bureaus have 
been added to the appropriations for avia- 
tion. 





AERONAUTICAL INSTITUTE,

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TEMPORARY ARMY FIELD CLERKS. 


To THE Epiror: 

According to all indications, there will, 
no doubt, be a reduction in the number of 
Army field clerks for the fiscal year, 1923. 
Out of the approximate 375 Army field 
clerks now in the Service, about ninety 
are what is known as permanent men, and 
the remainder are generally known as 
temporary. 

As the writer understands the situa- 
tion, the permanent field clerks are those 
who, in 1916, by an act of Congress, re- 
verted from the civil status of headquar- 
ters clerks to the military status of Army 
field clerks. In the early part of 1917 a 
few vacancies occurred in the authorized 
number of Army field clerks, and a regu- 
lar examination was held to fill these va- 
cancies. It is believed that the appoint- 
ments made as a result of this examina- 
tion are also considered permanent. 

During the war and for some time after 
the armistice authority was delegated to 
department and other commanders to ap- 
point temporary Army field clerks for the 
purpose of handling the large amount of 
paper work connected with the adminis- 
tration of the Army. Among this class 
are some old non-commissioned officers 
who were persuaded to take this appoint- 
ment after the armistice. 

As every officer who, after the armistice, 
was responsible for administrative work 
era —_ scale will testify, it was a diffi- 
cult t 


to secure satisfactory clerical 

mnel, especially men who were quali- 

to take charge of sections of a large 
office. Men who knew the game were 
searce, and adjutants lost no opportunity 
to place old non-commissioned officers in 
such 5 paces. However, for a non-commis- 
sioned officer to have a large number of 
field clerks under his jurisdiction could 
not endure without friction, and, in order 
te avoid the possibility of friction, the 
non-commissioned officers were in several 
cases persuaded to take appointments as 
Army field clerks. 

When I say “persuaded” to take an ap- 
pointment, I mean that it took coaxing to 
make a master sergeant, for instance, who 
had given ten years of service or over as 
an enlisted man to obtain this grade, take 
apy chances on breaking up his service by 
accepting a position as Army field clerk, 
the status of which was somewhat vague. 

It was, however, generally understood 
that an enlisted man who accepted ap- 
pointment as field clerk would be taken 
care of in the same manner as enlisted 
men who accepted a commission, and that, 
ceupled with the desire not to go against 
the wishes of his superior officer, was the 
only possible reason a non-commissioned 
officer could have for accepting an ap- 

intment as Army field clerk in the 

1,200 grade. Certainly there was neither 

salary nor status to be gained. Yet, these 
men who gave up their grade, status, etc., 
for which they had given long, faithful 
and efficient service, now find themselves 
in a position of a hired clerk, subject to 
discharge at any time without any recog- 
nition whatever for their long and valu- 
able service to the Government, and their 
loyalty to their superior officers. 

It is hoped that the War Department 
will give these men the same protection 
as is now extended to the permanent field 
clerks as far as being discharged is con- 
cerned.

PAY OF SERGEANTS. 


To THE Epiror: 

In the issue of the Army AND Navy 
JouRNAL of Feb. 25, I read the text of the 
Serviee pay bill as reported to both houses, 
In Sec. 9 I notice the unequitable dis- 
tribution of pay among the first, second 
end third enlisted grades. As proposed in 
the bill the:pay of the higher non-commis- 
sioned officers will be: Master sergeants, 
$126; technical sergeants, $84; staff ser- 
geants, $72. This fact has been the sub- 
ject of considerable comment among many 
enlisted men, especially those affected. 

The point I cannot arrive at is why, if 
the technical sergeants and master ser- 
geants in some branches are required to 
have the same knowledge and perform the 
same duties, such a great difference in pay 
should exist between these two grades. 
Take the non-commissioned officers of the 
Finance Department, for instance, whose 
duties and qualifications are fixed in 
Cir. 295, War Dept., 1920, and which for 
the first two grades are practically the 
some. Why, then, shall there be a differ- 
ence of $42 between the pay of a master 
sergeant and that of a technical sergeant, 
while ‘the difference between the pay of the 
or and that of a staff sergeant is only 


Further, considering that there are 
many master sergeants whose length of 
service is less than that of many technical 
and staff sergeants, and the fact that the 
first three enlisted grades are more or less 
within the same degree of responsibility, 
and assigned within the same scope of 
work, the base pay of these three enlisted 
grades should conform proportionally to 
each grade. Why not fix the pay of staff 


for the master sergeant? The base pay of 
the higher enlisted men would then be: 
Master sergeant, $114; technical ser- 
geant, $94; and staff sergeant, $74.

PEEDING HORSES IN THE FIELD. 


To THE Epiror: 

Through your publication I should like 
te invite the attention of the Army in gen- 
eral, and of the officers and enlisted men 
of the mounted service in particular, to a 
book published in 1919 entitled “A Vet- 
erinary History of the War in South 
Africa, 1899-1902,” written by Major 
Gen. F. Smith, C.B., C.M.G. I think 
even officers of long training in the 
mounted service will find a great deal in 
this book worthy of most careful thought 
and reflection with regard to the horse- 
mastership in our own Army. Statements 
contained in this history are such as to 
be almost unbelievable except that in each 
case authorities and references are so 
clearly given that one must accept this 
terrible indictment of the British army in 
the Boer War. 

The foreword was written by Field 
Marshal Sir Evelyn Wood, K.C.B., G.C. 
M.G., in which he says: “It is sad to re- 
flect that from 1856 to 1900 practically 
nothing was done to provide for the care 
and feeding of our animals with an army 
in the field, and it is a disgrace to Great 
Britain that, duri the war in South 
Africa, we lost, mai my by insufficient feed- 
ing and overwork, 325,000 horses, 51,000 
mules, and 195,000 oxen, each of the latter 
averaging twenty pounds in value.” 

My object in suggesting a study of this 
book by mounted officers, and especially by 
General Staff officers and those concerned 
with the training of troops, is not to cast 
aspersions on the splendid accomplishments 
of the British army, but to bring to their 








attention the crimes of wastage which 
may afflict our own forces in a future war 
unless we are disposed to learn from the 
mistakes of others. The British service 
undoubtedly gave its animals during’ the 
last war better care and got better re- 
sults from them than any other army of 
the allied forces, and undoubtedly it was 
due to the bitter lessons learned in South 
Africa. 

Our Remount Service certainly is ac- 
complishing a vast amount of good since 
its organization is arousing interest in im- 
proved horsemanship, as well as in pro- 
viding for better types of horses for the 
future, but there still remains a great deal 
to be done in furthering the study and ap- 
plication of sound horsemastership in the 
mounted service. ; 

No matter how well provided or 
equipped a Cavalry or Artillery command 
may be in matters of discipline and _tac- 
tics and the use of arms, it will be able to 
accomplish but little unless by good horse- 
mastersbip its animals can be maintained 
in such condition that their mobility can 
be preserved, and that mobility can be pre- 
served only so long as the horses are sup- 
plied with sufficient food, water and affec- 
tionate care. } 

It is questionable whether or not in the 
light of war experience our mounted ser- 
vice would not have benefited far more 
from pre-war training had greater atten- 
tion been given to the subject of horse- 
mastership even though it might have ne- 
cessitated sacrificing some of the time ex- 
pended in equitation. In peace time, or- 
genization commanders naturally rely 
upon the supply department to furnish 
forage for their animals, whereas, in war 
where the supply system falls down, due 
to uncontrollable conditions, the organiza- 
tion commanders must assume the respon- 
sibility for supplying their animals from

whatever sources are at hand, and with- 
out instruction and study on that subject 
unnecessary horse losses must result. 
The veterinary history referred to above 
clearly shows the fallacy of the theory of 
grazing horses on campaign in lieu of sup- 
plying them with hay. It has been au- 
thoritatively stated that during the active 
operations in France wherein American

RETIREMENT OF WARRANT OFFICERS. 


To THE EpITor: 

If the Army Appropriation bill is passed 
in its present form, we understand that 
no more appointments to the grade of war- 
rant officer, U.S.A., will be made until the 
number is reduced below 600. This, we 
suppose, to conform with the proposed re- 
duction of other personnel. We have now 
nearly double that number of warrant offi- 
cers in the Army and it seems very evi- 
dent that: Congress desires to reduce this 
number. It is thought that this would be 
a good chance to right an injustice to the 
old non-commissioned officers who held 
commissions during the war and upon dis- 
charge from said commissions were ap- 
pointed to the grade of warrant officer, due 
ty the following facts: The men who ac- 
cepted appointments as warrant officers of 
the Army became neither commissioned 
officers nor enlisted men, and due to the 
fact that this is not a commissioned grade, 
it is thought that these men should not 
forfeit their hard-earned double time which 
they were credited with while serving as 
enlisted men. 

Section 127a of the National Defense 
act authorizes enlisted men who were re- 
tired prior to the war and who came back 
and served as commissioned officers dur- 
ing the war. to be returned to the retired 
list with the pay of retired warrant offi- 
cers. Later this was extended to include 
all enlisted men who held commissions dur- 
ing the war and who were retired prior to 
March 3, 1921, but to bar those retiring 
after that date, regardless of the fact that 
they also held commissions, some in much 
higher grades, during the war. These men 
received the benefit of all double time ac- 
credited to them. 

Now is a good chance to reduce the num- 
ber of warrant officers in the Army and at 
the same time correct an injustice—that 
of taking the hard-earned double time from 
them—by a slight amendment of Section 
4a of the National Defense act which would 
authorize Army warrant officers to count 
all double time credited to them while serv- 
ing as enlisted men towards retirement. 
This would greatly reduce the surplus 
which the reduction called for in the Ap- 
propriation bill will cause, as a great many 
of these men sacrificed from one to five 
years’ double time towards retirement by 
accepting the appointment to the grade of 
warrant officer, U.S.A., and would be glad 
to be placed upon the retired list as soon as 
their thirty years are completed.

The existing laws or regulations on 
this grade, though few, are variously mis- 
interpreted, by those to whom the inter- 
pretation is left.

T question squarely P 
country to-day is whether or not 
the General Staff of the Army and 
the General Board of the Navy are or are 
not more competent to determine purely 
professional questions connected with the 
Army and Navy than Congressional com- 
mittees. 

Whatever the little Army and Navy 
members of these committees may think, 
the evidence is steadily accumulating 
that the country as a whole, while justly 
wanting and insisting upon economy, does 
not want, and will not stand for any re- 
duction which seriously imperils National 
Defense. 

It has been the habit in the past to rail 
at the Middle West as lacking understand- 
ing and interest in this important ques- 
tion. No better example of the falsity of 
such a point of view, and at the same 
time of quick and effective pressure being 
brought to bear on Congress, has been 
given for some time than the action of the 
Chicago Association of Commerce in call- 
ing upon the.more than 100 Chambers of 
Commerce making up the Mississippi 
Valley Association to take prompt action 
in the form of telegraphing their Senators 
and Representatives protesting against the 
proposed “indefensible reductions in the 
nilitary and naval strength of the United 
States.” 


Reducticns Are Opposed 


The text of the communication sent out, 
which was published on page 750 of the 
issue of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of 
April 8, has as its central theme that the 
reductions are against the earnest recom- 
mendations of the Secretary of War, the 
Chief of Staff, the Deputy Chief of Staff 
and the Secretary of the Navy. 

A Kansas City paper, with large and 
influential circulation in Kansas and Mis- 
souri, points out in a recent editorial that 
the country will prefer the opinion of the 
Navy General Board to that of Congress- 
sional committees, when it comes to the 
man-power necessary to efficiently man 
our ships. 

This same paper, by means of a canvass 
of Missouri’s sixteen Representatives, de- 
termined that at least twelve of them will 
vote in accordance with the Secretary of 
the Navy’s recommendation. The press 
as a whole is devoting more and more 
space to the protests against reductions 
in our Army and Navy. 


Service Men Know Facts 


Many of the Congressmen, along with 
all pacifists, fail to realize that in the 
country to-day are more than 5,000,000 
young men with enough experience as to 
military affairs gained by service in the 
Army and Navy to realize that national 
defense rests on the hardest of facts— 
those of war—and not on platitudes 
uttered by pacifists unacquainted with the 
world in which they live, or upon political 
bunk, 

Probably half these men crossed the At- 
lantie during hostilities with life pre- 
servers tied -ardund them, crowded in 
ships without lights from sunset to sun- 
tise and consequently with nothing to do 
but think for long hours about subma- 
tines, their own Jack of knowledge of war, 
the large proportion of partially trained 
Men among the crew of the vessel carry- 
ing them, and the, to them, scanty in 
humbers escort of war vessels. 

They either experienced the hell of bat- 
tle themselves, with its remorseless pun- 
ishment in human life and suffering of 
every ignorant mistake, of if serving in 
the rear saw, day after day, the long 
trains of wounded than which there is ‘no 
More impressive sight even to those in- 
ured to war. 

The pacifists: may believe in the face of 
history and.common ‘sense that abolishing 


afmament will abolish war, ‘though they: 
do not propose to abolish surgical instru-- 


ments as a means of abolishing disease. 


They undoubtedly did think that the Arms 
Limitation Conference would give them 
their opportunity. 

They forgot that you “cannot.fool all 
of the people all of the time,” particularly 
on a subject like war, when more than 
§,000,000 voters have had a taste of it. 


The Naval Appropriation Bill 


"Tce majority report of the House 
Committee on Appropriations, in 
submitting the current Naval Ap- 

propriation bill, is filled with erroneous as- 

sumptions, and hence with false conclu- 
sions, due principally to the technical de- 
ficiencies of its authors. They accept the 

5-5-3 ratio as our naval policy, and then 

attempt a technical analysis of our naval 

situation which pretends to demonstrate 
that 65,000 men are sufficient to maintain 

the naval policy of 5-5-3. 

Secretary Denby has announced that the 
General Board, composed of carefully se- 
lected eminent naval officers and consti- 
tuted specifically for special study and ad- 
vice upon broad technical questions has re- 
ported that the minimum requirement of 
personnel to sustain our Treaty Navy is 
120,000 men. Purely in the interest of 
economy the Secretary is willing to accept 
96,000 as a compromise. Under these cir- 
cumstances the contentions of the major- 
ity of the Committee on Appropriations, 
that a total. of 65,000 men is sufficient, 
are absurd. 


Minority Report Sound 


The minority report, signed by six mem- 
bers of the committee, is based upon tech- 
nical advice stripped of non-technical in- 
terpretations and sustains Mr. Denby. 
These minority members deserve the com- 
mendation of the country for their sound 
common sense. Their specialty is finance. 
When finance has to be co-ordinated with 
naval affairs they accept a naval diagnosis 
as to naval needs, and reach a compromise 
harmonizing both sides of the question. 
This is considered good practice in the or- 
dinary affairs of life. 

If a specially chosen doctor is consulted, 
it appears sensible to accept not only his 
diagnosis but also his treatment. The finan- 
cier of the patient would be deemed very 
foolish to substitute a cheap drug for a 
more expensive one prescribed by the doc- 
tor, or to insist that economy required a 
smaller dose than specified without ob- 
taining the doctor’s concurrence. 

Of course, finance is a limiting factor 
under many conditions, and sometimes it 
must take precedence over everything else, 
but if Great Britain and’ Japan can afford 
their treaty navies, it is ridiculous to con- 
tend that we cannot. 


Funds Cut Below Needs 


The Appropriation bill as introduced 
carries about $233,000,000. The British 
new naval budget is about $100,000,000 
greater than this; nearly 50 per cent. more 
than ours. How is it possible for us to 
maintain naval parity with her with such 
a marked discrepancy in funds? The 
Japanese budget is 393,000,000 yen. On 
a 5-3 basis, and, making no allowance for 
higher prices of everything in this coun- 
try, our budget should be about $320,000,- 
000. 

Similarly, with respect to personnel, a 
comparison with foreign navies, as pro- 
posed for adjustment to the treaty terms, 
shows the absurdity of the 65,000. pro- 
posal of the. Apprdpriations Committee. 
Great Britain will have a minimum of 
104,000 men, and Japan 68,000. On this 
basis we should have either 104,000 to 
match Great Britain, or 113,000 to pre- 
serve our 5-3 ratio with Japan. 

The attempt of Mr. .Kelley of the Ap- 
propriations Committee to prove that with 
only two-thirds of our proportion of funds 
and little more than half of our proportion 
of men. we can maintain our 5-5-3 ratio of 
total naval strength is an obvious insult to 


‘American intelligence. 


A Perfect Pacifist Argument 


F a prize were offered for the perfect 

I pacifist argument, the Des Moines 

(lowa) Register surely would win it 
with the subjoined editorial. 

The Register is opposed to prepared- 
ness in any form. It thinks preparedness 
will bring on war. The Register believes 
that if we are not able to fight there can 
be no war. The Register is right. If we 
are not able to defend ourselves there will 
be no war in the future. There will be 
simply oceupation of the United States by 
the first power that covets this country. 
Then we won’t have a country to defend. 

The Register’s editorial, published on 
April 1, says: 

“If everybody could get the point of 
view of those who believe in big armies 
and big navies there would be less trouble 
about arriving at a decision. But so many 
who talk for the Army and Navy profess 
to believe in world peace that the discus- 
sion is always muddled. 

“Here is a paragraph from a recent edi- 
torial in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, 
Nobody can read this paragraph and have 
any doubt about the real feeling of the 
official organ of the Navy: 

The Navy is the first line of defense 
of the country. In addition to having to 
face the cuts inevitable after a war, this 
service was confronted with the demand 
that its building program, well under way, 
which would have made us the first sea 
power of the world, be cut as a result of 
the conference for the limitation of arma- 
ments. The Navy Department knows, as 
does every other naval and military stu- 
dent, that the treaties coming from the 
arms conference relatively increase the 
strength of the Japanese navy, and there- 
fore give her an opportunity in case of war 
which she could not possibly have had, had 
the respective building program been com- 
pleted. In spite of this fact both depart- 
ments have shown themselves ready loyally 
to meet the desires of the administration 
to make what Mr. Lodge himself has called 
an experiment in the direction of peace in 
the Pacific. 

“If the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL could 
have its way we should not dally with any 
short cuts, but should frankly take advan- 
tage of our opportunity to Become the 
greatest naval power in the world. Nor 
need anybody be in doubt of the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL’s reason. It is to be ready 
for the next war. 

“Wherever the argument is made in sup- 
port of a big Army and Navy it will be 
found invariably to be bottomed on the 
assumption that we must be ready for the 
next war. The next war is taken just as 
much for granted as the rising and falling 
of the tides. 

“If we can once understand this and 
know just what the purpose is of those 
who talk for more preparedness, we shall 
form a more intelligent opinion of what 
to do. The belief of the big Army and big 
Navy men is that we are getting ready to 
fight again. If we follow their advice we 
shall in fact be getting ready to fight 
again.” 


Scrapping Our Destroyers 


¢ ke recent orders of the Navy De- 
partment indicating its early in- 
tention to place out of commission 
150 destroyers and about sixty other 
miscellaneous vessels, exclusive of a prob- 
able further allotment of submarines, 
Eagles and district craft, demonstrates 
how thoroughly the Navy is subscribing 
to the policy of current economy imposed 
upon it by Congress. Whether such meas- 
ures will result ultimately in economy is 
another question. 

Of the vessels comprising the laying-up 
program the destroyers alone cost nearly 
$300,000,000; and while the other types 
may hot deteriorate seriously while’ out of 
commission, destroyers are such delicate 
things that they cannot be laid up for long 
periods without grave danger of becoming 
valueless through deterioration. More- 


over, destroyers require highly specialized 
personnel. Unless proficient men and _offi- 
cers are retained in the Service in ade- 
quate numbers it will be impossible to re- 
commission these destroyers within a rea- 
sonable time to meet an emergency, even 
if they are in good material condition. As 
a factor in aggregate fleet strength, de- 
stroyers are second only in importance to 
battleships. Our “Treaty Navy” cannot 
be assured unless Congress will provide 
sufficient funds and personnel to preserve 
substantially all of the 300 destroyers now 
in being. 

The only certain method of preserving 
a destroyer is to keep it in commission 
and te operate it periodically. In this 
way the evidences of deterioration are 
soon discovered and remedial steps taken 
to arrest the progress of damage: Any 
other method involves great risks of de- 
terioration extending so far before it can 
be remedied as to impair greatly the ma- 
terial efficiency of the machinery plant. 
This is true primarily because destroyer 
machinery weights are necessarily pared 
down to a minimum. Only by extreme 
lightness of design can the indispensable 
high speed be ebtained for the veasel. In 
order to develop sufficient power the very 
light machinery must be of the “high 
speed” type which needs to be kept in the 
nicest adjustment and balance if break- 
downs are to be avoided. A comparatively 
small degree of deterioration may. destroy 
an important adjustment. 

The proposed reductions in naval per- 
sonnel will leave the Navy Department no 
choice but to accept these serious. risks 
with a large proportion of our destroyers, 

In order to preserve properly the de- 
stroyers in question about 7,500 men 
would be required. These would serve 
also as a nucleus of trained personnel in 
the event that it was necessary to place 
the ships in active service quickly. With- 
out this number of men available for these 
ships the 150 destroyers must be regarded 
as scrapped and $300,000,000 wasted. Re- 
garded merely as a business proposition, 
it appears much more rational to save this 
large investment by imcurring the com- 
paratively small cost of maintaining 7,500 
men. 

The main issue, however, is much more 
important than one of finance. The scrap- 
ping of 150 destroyers would reduce our 
present naval strength much below our 
figure in the 5-5-3 ratio; a proportion 
which already jeopardizes the ability of 
our fleet to exert any influence upon the 
security of the Philippines and other 
American interests in the Far East. The 
preservation of our “Treaty Navy” re 
quires imperatively that provision be made 
for sufficient personnel to save these de- 
stroyers from becoming mere paper 
strength, fit only for the waste basket. 


It is significant of the present hysteria 
in Congress that Secretary Hughes, who 
first announced the program for scrapping 
the ships of the Navy, now feels it his 
duty to come out openly and oppose fur- 
ther reduction in the nation’s first line of 
defense.

DISABLED EMERGENCY OFFICERS. 


Although the War Department is on 
record as disapproving the Bursum Dill 
(S. 153), making disabled emergency 
Army officers eligible for the retired list, 
there will be no active opposition from 
that source, when it comes up in the 
House. It has already passed the Senate 
and is now before the House Committee on 
Military Affairs. The supporters of the 
measure in the House are confident that a 
favorable report will come from the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. 

Extended conferences have recently been 
held with Secretary of War Weeks, at 
which the representatives of the American 
Legion, the Disabled Emergency Officers 
of the World War and other veterans’ or- 
ganizations have made strong presenta- 
tions of the merits of the bill. At the re- 
uest of Secretary Weeks, the General 

taff has made a thorough study of the 
bill. As the result of these conferences 
and the study, the authorities have modi- 
fied their views. The merits of the bill 
are now acknowledged, but the authorities 
are of the opinion that there should be a 
separate retired list for the emergency 
officers. 

. It is evident from the letter of Secre- 
tary Weeks to Col. John Thomas Taylor, 
chairman of the legislative committee of 
the American Legion, that he is chiefly 
concerned with the increase that the bill 
will make in the Army appropriations. In 
the course of his letter the Secretary says: 

“I hope, however. that the present dead- 
lock may be broken. If the disabled 
emergency officers are not receiving ade- 
quate relief it is the duty of the Govern- 
ment to promptly remedy the situation. 
The final determination of what is to be 
aone rests, of course, with Congress. 
Whatever measure is proposed should, I 
believe, go to Congress from the Veterans’ 
Bureau, which is the agency responsible 
for relief administration. So long as the 
measure proposed is not designed to shift 
the burden or any part thereof to this de- 
partment, which is amply occupied with 
ite legitimate functions, I assure you there 
will be no objection from the ar De- 
partment. 

“As I have previously stated, the War 
Department is fully appreciative of the 
service and sacrifice of the disabled emer- 
gency officers and stands ready to heartily 
co-operate in securing gdequate and proper 
relief for them. As the problem is really 
one of another executive agency, it would 
be presumptuous on my part to recom- 
mend definite measures for relief. How- 
ever, I do feel that it is my duty to speed 
the solution of the problem by indicating 
the field that it may occupy without ob- 
jection from the War Department. I, 
therefore, assure you that any relief meas- 
ure devised, even though it be the forma- 
tion of a veterans’ retired list with pay 
and privileges corresponding to those of 
Regular Army retired officers, will not be 
opposed so long as the measure fulfils the 
few conditions deemed essential by the 
War Department. 

“These conditions are that the Regular 
Army retired list, as such, be not used for 
relief of temporary personnel, that the re- 
lief measure be such that the War Depart- 
ment is not called upon for its adminis- 
tration in whole or in part, and that the 





relief does not involve the use of any 
tunds appropriated for the Army for any 
purpose. Furthermore, should the meas. 
ure devised fulfil the conditions of being iy 
accord with our institutions and tragj. 
tional policies, of providing ample and 4p. 
propriate relief, and of being in accord 
with business-like administration, I as. 
sure you that not only will there be no 
opposition, but there will be active sup. 
port by the War Department.” 

These objections stated by the Secretary 
have been met by the advocates of the bil] 
with the argument that under the néw 
policy of the Department, there is now an 
Army of the United States composed of 
three parts. That the placing of disabled 
emergency officers on the same retired list 
with the Regulars would be in line with 
that policy. It is acknowledged by the 
War Department, that in future wars this 
may be the policy followed and the vet- 
erans are insisting that now is the time to 
inaugurate it. Attention is called to the 
fact that the Navy and Marine Corps 
pursued this policy with the emergency 
officers. That if disabled emergency off- 
cers of the Navy and Marine Corps are 
entitled to retired pay the Army emer- 
gency officers are, is an argument ad- 
vanced by the veterans’ organizations.

2D CORPS AREA. 

Seven citizens’ military training camps 
in the 2d Corps Area, covering all 
branches of the Service, will be opened 
Aug. 2 and will close Aug. 31, according 
to announcement from headquarters, 2d 
Corps Area, Governors Island, N.Y., of 
April 1. 

This year the young men who attend 


‘the camps will be given the opportunity of 


selecting the branch of Service which they 
prefer. Under plans worked out under 
the direction of Major Gen. R. L. Bullard, 
commanding the 2d Corps Area, the larg- 
est camp for infantry will be held in 
Plattsburg. A smaller infantry camp will 
be held in Porto Rico for the benefit of 
the citizens there who desire to attend. 

In addition to the two infantry camps, 
the cavalry will have a camp of its own 
at Camp Dix, N.J., where the engineers 
will also hold a month of instruction for 
the young men who choose that branch of 
the Service. 

There will be a field artillery camp, but 
on account of the technical difficulties in 
the way the selection of a site for this 
camp of instruction has been postponed, 
but will be announced later. 

A splendid camp for the Coast Artillery 
course will be established at Fort Han- 
evck, N.J. The Signal Corps camp of in- 
struction will be at Camp Alfred Vail, 
N.J. 


GOOD MESS FOR CAMPS. 


A mess such as would make soldiers of 
the late war envious for the rest of their 
lives will be served at the seven citizens’ 
military training camps which will open in 
the 2d Corps Area on Aug. 2, according 
tc announcement from Governors Island. 

Included in the menus, which are now 
being drawn up, are such articles as 
chicken, duck, pies, cakes and other deli- 
eacies which are found upon the bill of 
fare of the Regular soldier only upon spe 
cial cocasions. Army officers are now et 
gaged in making contracts for the vast 
amounts of food which will be consumed 
by the thousands of young men who will 
attend the camps. : 

In order to make certain that there will 
be a plentiful supply of food on hand the 
War Department has provided a daily ra 
tion allowance about three times as great 
as that provided for the Regular soldier. 

For the first time in the history of the 
training camps the young men who attend 
this year will be permitted to work in the 
kitehen and dining room as “kitchen 
police” and “dining room” orderlies—jobs 
filled last year by the assignment of sol- 
diers. The change in this respect came 
about at the suggestion of many of the 
men who attended last year’s camp and 
who asserted that they had no desire to 
be “waited upon,” but wished to take in, 
se far as possible, the whole life of & 
scldier during their month of training. 

As a consequence many of the young 
men who will attend this year’s camps 
will return home with a comfortable 
knowledge of what the Army knows a 
“kitchen mechanics,” and probably wil 
find opportunity to place this new foun 
knowledge at the disposal of their families.

REDUCTION OF CHAPLAINS, U.S.A., 
HURTFUL TO RELIGIOUS WORK. 


Chaplain (Col.) John T. Axton, U.S.A, 
Chief of Chaplains, stated in a recent in- 
terview that two-fifths of the chaplains 
now in the military service would arbi- 
trarily be discharged if House Resolution 
10871, already passed by the House of 
Representatives, should become a law. 
This reduction would take place if the pro- 
vision made for one chaplain for every 
1,200 officers and enlisted men as now au- 
thorized should be maintained and the 
strength of the Army should be reduced to 
115,000 enlisted men and 11,000 officers, 
as provided by the resolution. 

There are at present ninety-three camps 
and stations in the United States at which 
chaplains are on duty. Thirty-four chap- 
lains are serving outside of the continen- 
tal limits of the United States. There are 
eighteen posts and stations in this coun- 
try at which there is urgent need for chap- 
lains, but for which none is available. 

There are sixteen camps and stations in 
the United States, including three general 
hospitals, at which it is found desirable 
to have two or more chaplains on duty. 
There are large stations, as for example, 
Fort Riley, Kas., where it would be well 
to have additional chaplains. The ratio 
of one chaplain for 1,200 officers and en- 
listed men as at present allowed, it is 
pointed out, is not ample provision for the 
religious need of the Army. This ratio 
was purely experimental and the test of 
experience clearly demonstrates that a ratio 
of one to 800 would more completely sup- 
ply the need. 

Another demand for chaplains is from 
the C.M.T.C., and the Chief of Chaplains 
is desirous of sending to every C.M.T.C. 
one chaplain of Protestant faith and one 
of Roman Catholic faith. While they are 
at the camps much of their normal work 
at their permanent stations will be left 
undone. 

If Congress insists upon arbitrarily re 
ducing the number of chaplains to 105, the 
denominational balance which has been 80 
carefully maintained will be destroyed, to 
the disappointment of the churches vitally 
concerned. Unlike the provision made for 
line officers, there is no choice by which @ 
chaplain may accept a lower grade and re 
main in the Service. 

Only forty-four of our chaplains saw 
service prior to the World War, and the 
majority, therefore, of those who would be 
compelled to leave the Army by operation 
of the resolution in question are those who 
have but recently suffered sacrifices, finan- 
cial and personal, in leaving civil life to 
enter the military service. 

“It would be more: reasonable,” said 
Chaplain Axton, “if some method of grad- 
ual absorption of the excess chaplains could 
be considered, such as is provided in House 
Resolution 10271, commonly known as the 
Pershing bill, rather than to force arbi- 
trarily and drastically seventy-four excel- 
lent. and specially trained, hand-picked 
clergymen, who have rendered splendid ser- 
vice; to relinquish their commissions.”

WARRANT OFFICERS. 


Circular 73, March 29, 1922, W.D. 


The following information contained in an 
indorsement from The Adjutant General’s Of- 
fice to the Inspector General, dated March 29, 
1922, is published for the information and 
guidance of all concerned: 

1. No interpretation of par. 3b, A.R, 600-35, 
is considered necessary. This provision is in- 
tended to authorize the wearing of breeches 
of, a different material from the service coat. 
It is within the province of commanding off- 
cers to prevent the wearing of breeches pre- 
senting an incongruous appearance. 

2. The purpose of par. 7, Note 1, page 12 

Cir. 169, W.D., 1921, is to prevent the issue 
of large quantities of equipment, or the pur- 
chase of the same by the officers whose duties 
do not contemplate eventual field service, and 
the exercise of proper authority by command- 
ing officers will prevent any lack of co-ordina: 
tion with the prpyaient s of par. 16, A.R. 600- 
40, if the word ‘‘duty’’ is properly applied. 
3. During the World War large quantities of 
essential equipment were issued to, or pur- 
chased by, officers whose duties did not in any 
sense require such equipment and. this resulted 
in supply difficulties, particularly in such items 
as field glasses, pistols, etc. 

4. No change will be made in the wearing 
of sabers by warrant officers.

ARMY PROMOTION NOMINATIONS 
ONCE MORE IN A TANGLE. 

The large list of Army nominations 
pending before the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs is threatened with a hold- 
up from two sources. One grows out of 
the protests that came from the Massachu- 
setts delegation in Congress against the 
confirmation of Lieut. Col. Duncan Major 
to be colonel, and the other from the Mili- 
tary Committee, which objects to the con- 
clusions reached by the Attorney General 
in the interpretation of the Army Reor- 
ganization act with regard to the Philip- 
pine Scouts. 

Colonel Major was chief of staff of the 
26th Division and is held responsible for 
the relief of Major Gen. Clarence R. Ed- 
wards, U.S.A., from the command of the 
division while in France. It is charged 
by the members of the Massachusetts dele- 
gation that Colonel Major recommended 
to General Edwards relief of certain offi- 
cers who were serving with the division. 
General Edwards, it is stated, refused to 
approve the recommendations, and as the 
result of the controversy he was himself 
relieved of his command. The affair, it 
will be recalled, resulted in an acrimonious 


controversy shortly after the signing of 


the armistice. 

The members of the Massachusetts dele- 
gation have asked for a hearing before the 
Senate Committee on Military Afiairs, and 
it is feared that another Peck case will de- 
velop. While this controversy is brewing 
the members of the Senate Committee on 
(Military Affairs have propounded to the 
Department of Justice a number of ques-

NINETEEN HISTORIES WRITTEN 
ABOUT ENGINEER REGIMENTS, 

Up to the present time, according to the 
information available in the office of the 
Chief of Engineers, there have been pre. 
pared histories of only nineteen out of the 
381 regiments and similar units of Engi. 
neer organizations during the World War, 
The units that have had printed such his. 
tories are the Ist, 2d, 6th, 7th, 12th, 21st, 
22d, 26th, 27th, 56th, 105th, 106th, 113th, 
116th, 210th, 219th, 301st, 302d and 304th 
regiments. 

Although this may seem to be but 4 
small percentage, it should be remembered 
that a great many of the organizations had 
a very brief existence, being called into 
service a short time before the armistice 
and demobilized shortly thereafter. 

Although there are historical records on 
file in the office of the Chief of Engineers, 
the Adjutant General’s office and in the 
Historical Branch of the Army War Coi- 
lege, it is through the histories written by 
members of the units that the achievements 
of the regiments and the service of the 
men composing these units can be best per- 
petuated. 


FIELD ARTILLERY TO TEST 
75-MM. GUN AT ABERDEEN, 

The preliminary test of a 75-mm. gun, 
105-mm howitzer carriage, model of 1920, 
designed and constructed by the Ordnance 
Department has been completed at the 
Aberdeen Proving Ground, Md. The gun 
is now being prepared for shipment to 
Camp Bragg, N.C., where it will be given 
a service test by the Field Artillery. In 
order to make comparative tests two howit- 
zers with different types of breech mechan- 
ism will accompany this carriage. One 
howitzer has a rotating block, while the 
other has a horizontal sliding block. 

The carriage is of the split trail type 
with fixed spades and rubber-tired wheels. 
It has a total traverse of 30 degrees and 
allows a maximum elevation of 80 degrees. 
The recoil mechanism is of the hydro 
pneumatic type with a variable length of 
recoil. The trunnions are located near the 
rear of the cradle and spring equilibrators 
are used to balance the gun. The total 
weight of this carriage and howitzer is 
3,500 pounds. 

The results of the road tests given this 
carriage at Aberdeen were very satisfac- 
tory. It was necessary to strengthen a 
few parts of the carriage, such as the 
lunette bracket and the traveling lock. In 
general, the carriage stood the average 
traveling speed of ten miles an hour in ex- 
cellent shape. The elevating and travers 
ing mechanisms have been adjusted so that 
they may be easily operated throughout 
the limits of traverse and elevation of the 
carriage. The carriage is stable when fir- 
ing at 15 degrees elevation, using the nor 
mal charge. 


SECRETARY OF STATE PRAISES 
SERVICES OF THE ARMY. 
The Secretary of War has received from 
the Secretary of State a letter expressing 
appreciation of the services rendered by 
Brig. Gen. H. H. Bandholtz, U.S.A., com- 
manding the District of Washington, and 
Captain Fourat, U.S.A., and the military 
guard under his command through the 
Conference on the Limitation of Arma- 
ment. Also one praising the services of 
Brigadier General Brewster, U.S.A., 48 
chief military liaison officer, and those of 
the officers under his command on |iaison 
duty in connection with the conference 
and the reception of the foreign military 
experts. The officers of the War Plans 
Division of the General Staff and the 
Military Intelligence Division also were

NEW RADIO EQUIPMENT 
INSTALLED AT LANGLEY FIELD. 

The installation of a new tadio equip- 
ment at Langley Field, Hampton, Va., has 
been completed and is now in working or 
der. The work was commenced about 4 
year ago by Lieut. BE. H. Guilford, AS. 
and after he was ordered to the Philip- 
pines for duty the work was continued by 
Lieuts. B. Thompson and J. A; Smith, 
AS., Tech. Sergt. Ralph Blair and Pvt. 
Charles Budoff have attended to the de- 
tails of the construction and installation. 
Sergeant Blair and Private Budoff are both 
experts in radio. 

The steel towers are ninety-five feet high 
with “T’” type antenna. The range ef this 
station will be approximately 1,200 miles, 
but under favorable conditions this range 
will probably be exceeded.

DEMOTION OF N.C.0., 
FINANCE DEPARTMENT, U.S.A. 

The Chief of Finance on March 20 ad- 
dressed a letter to all of the corps area 
and department finance officers in which 
pe clearly set forth how the demotion of 
such non-commissioned officers serving un- 
der their jurisdiction would be accom- 
plished for the Finance Department. The 
method which the department would pur- 
sue in this elimination process has long 
been a subject of discussion. In this com- 
munication four important factors stand 
out to guide those in charge of the reduc- 
tion procedure. Special efficiency reports 
were sent out with the letter of instruc- 
tio which considered two points, i.e., (a) 
professional qualifications, and (b) per- 
sonal consideration. These reports are to 
be in the hands of the office, Chief of 
Finance, mot later than May 15. They 
will be reviewed by a board, which will 
convene to make selections from the list 
of those to be demoted to a lower grade. 
It is the desire of the department that the 
selection of the non-coms. for demotion be 
on as equitable a basis as possible and con- 
sistent with the interests of the Service. 

To accomplish the demotion of those 
men who are not qualified to hold their 
present grade, the four important points 
P determine their fitness are as follows: 
(1) Under the provisions of Circular 258, 
War Department, 1921, all corps area and 
department finance officers will take imme- 
diate steps to accomplish the demotion of 
such non-commissioned officers serving un- 
der their jurisdiction who are not quali- 
fied to hold their present grade; (2) afford 
opportunity for transfer to other services; 
(3) demote to the next lower grade by 
voluntary consent; (4) the remainder nec- 
essary to be declared surpius and subject 
to demotion will be selected by a board of 
officers in the Finance office. 


MARCH OF BATTERY A, 4TH F.A., 
IN PANAMA CANAL ZONE. 


Battery A, 4th Field Artillery (pack), 
Capt. H. W. Blakeley, stationed at Camp 
at Gatun, C.Z., recently made a practice 
march from Gatun to Pina, Republic of 
Panama, and return, going over Indio 
ridge, a precipitous range of hills, which 
has never before been crossed by artillery. 

The battery left Gatun on the morning 
of March 6, crossing the Canal on top of 
the lower level gates of the Gatun locks, 
and entering the Indio ridge trail at the 
west end of the Gatun dam. This trail 
for the first few miles is through dense 
jungle and croses several small streams. 

One of the leading mules broke through 
a rough bridge over the Indio river, carry- 
ing the entire bridge with him and necessi- 
tating the building of a new fifty-foot 
bridge. This delayed the battery about 
four hours and made it necessary for the 
battery to go through the worst part of 
the trail, which consists of a series of S 
turns, in the late afternoon. 

As it was necessary to get the battery 
over the ridge to the only available camp 
site by a small stream, it was not possi- 
ble to take the time to put only one ani- 
mal up the trail at a time. This resulted 
in the death of one horse, when a cradle 
mule, which had fallen two levels above 
him, rolled down near the horse and 
scared him so badly that he fell off the 
trail. Several mules who fell were gotten 
we on the trail after cutting off their 
oads, 

The descent of the other side of the ridge 
to a beautiful camp site in a cocoanut 
grove at the mouth of the Chagres river 
was made the next day. The following 
day the trip to Pina and feturn along the 
shore of the Caribbean was made without 
incident. The return trip from the mouth 
ot the Chagres over Indio ridge to Gatun 
was made on March 11 in a little over 
seven hours without a single man or ani- 
mal dropping out. The officers who made 
the trip were Capt. O. F. Marston, Capt. 
H. W. Blakeley, ist Lieut. F. A. Smith, 
all 4th F.A., and Capt. J. W. Somerville, 
Med. Corps. 


2D BATTALION, 4TH F.A., 
MAKES A RECRUITING RECORD. 


A correspondent calls the attention of 
the Army AND Navy JouRNAL to a note- 
worthy record of recruiting by the 2d Bat- 
talion of the 4th Field Artillery, stationed 
at Camp Stanley, Texas.

CONGRESS NOTES. 
The Senate on April 10 passed S. 1281, to 


authorize reimbursement of the following offi- 
cers for loss of personal property incurred in 
the sinking of the U.S.A.T. Meade in the har 
bor of Ponce, Porto Rico, May 16, Fe 
Capt. E. T. Hartmann, $2 72.50; Capt. G. 
Lawton, $1,400; Capt. F. B. Watson, $1, F500: 
Capt. James Ronayne, $1,658 

The bill, S. 150, which was passed by the 
Senate April 10, would direct that National 
Guard officers and officers of the Reserve 
Corps who have had service in the National 
Guard or the Organized Militia of any state, 
territory, or the District of Columbia, who 
are called to duty under section 3(a) or 5(b) 
of the National Defense act, shall from the 
beginning of said duty at cny time since June 
4, 1920, receive the same pay and al!owances 
as a Regular Army officer having same rank 
and length of service as said N.G. or RC. 
officer, whose prior service in the N.G. and 
Organized Militia shall be counted in ascer- 
taining his rights under this proviso. 

The same day the bill S. 1790 was passed, 
to place National Guardsmen who entered tie 
World War otherwise than through the drait 
on equal basis as to longevity and continuous 
service pay with National Guardsmen who 
were drafted. This affects pay for the period 
Aug. 5, 1917-J@y 9, 1918, only. 

The Senate on April 10 passed the bill 
(H.R. 2556) to advance Capt. B. S. Berry, 
U.S.M.C., on the lineal list, to rank among the 
permanent majors next after L. 8. Willis. 
This without back pay or increase of number 
of majors in the corps as now authorized. 

Another bill (H.R. 7589) passed by, the 
Senate would make Major Ellis B. Miller 4 
lieutenant colonel, U.S.M.C., to rank after d. 
K, Tracy.

Questions and Answers 














Questions having to do with military or naval 
matters wili be answered in thie department as 
soon as possible after their receipt, or, lacking 
space, by mail, provided a stamped, self-ad- 
dressed envelope is sent. Communications must 
in all cases be signed, giving the correct name 
and address of the inquirer. 


J. J. M. asks: I enlisted Nov. 15, 1920, and 
on that date was issued $28.18 worth of cloth- 


| ing, and since that time have drawn $67.79 of 


clothing, making a total of $95.97 charged 
against my account since enlistment. Accord- 
ing to the clothing circular of the War De- 
partment the constructive date of my enlist- 
ment is Oct. 15, 1922, and the allowances 
start on that date. Question: What amount 
would be due me, and what amount would I 
receive on final statements if I was discharged 
on June 30, 1922? 

Answer: According to par. 9, Cir. 296, W.D., 
Nov. 12, 1921, Oct. 1, 1921, will, upon the 
receipt of this circular, be regarded as the 
constructive date of enlistment of all enlisted 
men who entered the Service prior to that 
date and are still in service. In the settle- 
ment of the clothing accounts of the enlisted 
meu mentioned in this paragraph, all will be 
credited with the initial allowance, and that 
part of the semi-annual allowance accruing 
between Oct. 1, 1921, and date of settlement, 
except that the initial money allowance will 
be reduced by the value of any article of 
clothing to which the enlisted man is entitled, 
but which has not actually been issued to him, 
and in his possession on Oct. 1, 1921. 

In case these articles are subsequently is- 
sued the enlisted man will be given the cor- 
responding credit on his money clothing allow- 
ance. This provision covers cases where the 
local commanding officer decided that the com- 
plete initial allowance of clothing is not re- 
quired, or where for any reason it is not prac- 
ticable to issue the complete initial allowance 
of clothing. Enlisted men will be charged 
with the clothing in their possession on Oct, 
1, 1921, as prescribed in par. 7, and any 
clothing drawn between that date and date of 
settlement. Dec. 31, 1921, will be the date 
of the first semi-annual settlement for all en- 
listed men in the Service on that date. 

The above change in constructive date of 
enlistment will not be construed as disturbing 
the clothing accounts of enlisted men who 
have been discharged prior to the date of re- 
ceipt of this circular, if calculated in accord- 
ance with regulations in force at the time of 
discharge. 


SUBSCRIBER asks: Par. 26, Circular 2°4, 
W.D., 1921, states that when a man is dis- 
charged. and re-enlists the next day uniform 
clothing for which he is responsible will be 
left in his possession. Question: Does this 
mean that a soldier can save on his ‘‘Initial 
Clothing Allowance’’ :upon re-enlistment? 

Answer: Your question is answered in the 
negative.

PERPLEXED.—According to the new Uni- 
form Regulations recently published, it is per- 
mitted to wear the gold service stripes for 
overseas service with that of your Canadian 
chevrons. You will note, though, that the new 
regulations do not mention the wearing of 
silver stripes. 

F. W. G.—In view of the unsettled status 
of the soldiers’ bonus bill, we would suggest 
that you wait a while until it is in a more 
permanent state, as in its present form noth- 
ing definite has been decided. 

J. M. M.—There is no provision of law by 
which enlisted men hereafter retiring will re- 
ceive the retired pay of warrant officers by 
reason of their having held temporary com- 
missions in the World War. 

J. M. A. asks: Was a second lieutenant in 
O.R.C. during the war. Served in France with 
47th Infantry, 4th Division; discharged second 
lieutenant in January, 1919. Am a private, 
U.S.M.C. What course would I have to pur- 
sue to become a member of O.R.C. after being 
discharged from active service? 

Answer: Have advised O.R.C. section to 
forward you proper blanks and book of regu- 
lations for O.R.C. The first step is to make 
application through your corps area com- 
mander, who will advise you as to the require- 
ments. 

H. R. 8S. asks:

Answer: (1) Pontanezan Barracks was the 
largest American rest camp in France.

A PERMANENT WAR INDUSTRIES 
BOARD. 


In an address before the general staff of 
the Army War College on April 8, Bernard 
M. Baruch, who was chairman of the War 
Industries Board during the World War, 
advocated the maintenance in peace times 
of a permanent organization similar to the 
War Industries Board so that the nation 
might be prepared to employ its full re- 
sources without delay if another war arose. 

Mr. Baruch said that in his report to 
the President he had recommended a con- 
tinuation of the work to meet. future emer- 
gencies swiftly. He ur that in the 
event of another conflict the nation should 
“mobilize every dollar as well as every 
man. 

“There should not be permitted,” he 
said, “a movement of men or dollars, ex- 
cept under some centralized direetion that 
would prevent lost action and profiteering.”

rueh contended, to the future safety of 
the nation. 

In his speech he said, in part: 

“Wars were fought and won—or lost— 

on the land, on the water, in the air and 
on those battle lines behind the front 
where the civilian forces stand. 
_ “Tt is not enough to mobilize the na- 
tion’s military strength; there must be a 
mobilization of its full financial, economic, 
and — industrial My 
These must be organized, co-ordinated and 
cireeted with the same strategy that- gov- 
erns the operations of the purely military 
arms of service. 

“The prodigious strain upon the coun- 
try’s productive capacity must be met and 
balanced to provide the means of warfare, 
to maintain the civilian population and to 
preserve the economic fabric as much‘ as 
possible. 

“The resources of the country can be 
briefly enumerated as follows: Men, 
money, maintenance, materials and morale. 
The first four, men, money, food or main- 
tenance and materials should be mobilized 
in such a way that the fighting forces of 
those commanding them will be able to 
draw upon these resources at will, both for 
offensive and for defensive measures. The 
purpose of these in connection with the 
civilian population tends to keep up the 
morale of the community. That is of very 
great importance, because without 
morale back of the fighting forces there 
can be no real success. 

“To control and regulate industry in its 
direct and indirect multitudinous relations, 
to synchronize and co-ordinate the whole, 
the President in the World War created 
the War Industries Board and placed the 
responsibility and necessary authority for 
its operation in the hands of a chairman. 


Outlines His Plan. 


“T have made a recommendation in my 
report to the President for an industrial 
crganization similar to the one that was 
in effect at the closing of the war, to be 
continued during peace so as to be pre- 
pared. My idea in this recommendation is 
that the country shall be so self-contained 
that it will be possible for it to be sur- 
rounded for years by enemies, and yet be 
able to conduct war with great efficiency, 
maintaining all the while the morale of its 


— 

“It is my theory that the fighting arms 
of the nation should decide upon the kinds 
of fighting forces it wants, the kinds of 
material, guns, munitions, airplanes and 
the like that it should have, and that it 
should give orders for those munitions and 
instruments of war as wéll as follow up 
their production and inspection. 

“It should be the purpose of this sug- 
gested industrial body to learn how and 
where it could best place those orders and 
be most certain of their being filled. This 
should be done with the thought in mind 
of eliminating congestion or inability to 
move its forces, its products or supplies 
necessary to keep alive the civilian popu- 
lation. 

“We found that in the beginning or- 
ders were placed in such a manner that 
production became congested and trans- 
portation restricted. It is my theory that 
the production of essential supplies of the 
country should be placed where they are 
safest from invasion and where production 
be carried on with the greatest ease 
and facility. 


“I have not attempted to hp ey in any 
way a form of ization an. ee

“It can be readily seen now, as it hap-

pened in the late war, that as the de- 
mands upon the man-power of the nation 
became greater, in order to keep the vital 
industries in operation it was necessary 
that others would have to be drained of 
their man-power to supply the fighting 
forees and keep them up to full strength. 

“It was here that the War Industries 
Board was, and the new recom- 
mended would be, well advised from which 
industries the forces could be best taken 
and which industries could be best sacri- 
ficed. In but few industries was it nec- 
essary or would it have been necessary to 
close them up entirely. It was learned 
that it is;always well to leave a skeleton 
from which can be rebuilt our industrial 
life-after war. 


As to Mobilizing Dollars. 


“If war were to break upon us to-day 
there is one thing that I would recom- 
mend that has not been done before, and 
that is to mobilize every dollar as well as 
every man. There should not be per- 
mitted a movement of men or dollars, ex- 
cept unger some centralized direction that 
would prevent lost action and profiteering. 

“To sum up: The industries would be 
wobilized in groups, or at places where 
they can be tapped by the fighting forces, 
and when the material is needed. The 
fighting force should state the number of 
men needed, the kind and quantities of 
materials, should give the order and si 
the contract for the supplies, should duly 
pe and receive them. 

“The industrial strategists should point 
out where supplies should be ordered so 
that they would be obtained without con- 
flict and congestion, when they should be 
ordered and in what part of the country 
the orders should be given. The indus- 
trial board would say what industries were 
key industries and what class and char- 
acter of men should be spared, and what 
class and character of industries should 
be entirel} eliminated or cut down. 

“It shold be possible, and it is possible 
to-day, to say at any time to the Presi- 
dent, the Secretary of War or the Chief 
of Staff: ‘We can supply millions of men 
with certain materials or we cannot sup- 
ply millions of men, because they are lack- 
ing certain things.’ 

“The Industrial Board ought to be able 
to tell the Chief of Staff what country or 
countries against which we could not 
maintain ourselves at war because of the 
lack of certain materials. 

“To-day, were it not for the fact that 
the Army has on hand 3,400,000 tons of 
nitrate, or will have, we would be unable 
to maintain ourselves for any length of 
time against a combination of England 
end Japan, and we would be able to main- 
tain ourselves only if we proceed to de- 
velop some method such as was started at 
Muscle Shoals for extracting nitrate from 


the air. 
“Finally, this industrial body should be 
able to give to the President, Secretary of 


War, Secretary of the Navy and Chief of 
Staff within a week’s time almost exactly 
vhat they could expect in equipment, 
food, material and men. This should in- 
elude information as to converting indus- 
tries quickly from a peace to a war basis. 
“In other words, an industrial board 
should have resources of men, money and 
materials mobilized so that the fighting 
forces could go to it like a private in- 
dividual goes to a big store to get what- 
ever he needs when and as he needs.”

Publicity for Home Consumption. 


What purports to be documentary evi- 
dence in the possession of the Chita offi- 
cials indicates that the publicity bureau 
was in an excellent position to know the 
truth regarding the Ungern and Hunhutzu 
operations, if they were financed and 
equipped by the Japanese general staff, as 
the documents allege. The only revolu- 
tions were in the area where the Japa- 
nese expedition was ostensibly preserving 
order, while the fictitious uprisings and 
the genuine attacks of Hunhutzus and Un- 
gern served as an answer to the insistent 
demand of the Japanese public for the 
evacuation of Siberia by its troops. 

Though the extensive propaganda in 
lithographs and newspapers by Chita has 
been to get its soldiers back on the farms 
and in the factories, the conditions have 
made it impossible. Also the presence of 
the two Japanese expeditions on their soil 
and the continuous necessity of repelling 
invaders from across the Chinese border 
have been the strongest political assets of 
the government.

The subsequent fighting was 
at the towns of Troitskosavsk and Kiahkta 
and continued for two days. 

The three regiments of Soviet troops 
which took part in the fighting were a cop- 
trast to those of the Far Eastern Republic, 
They were uniformed, well equipped and 
disciplined like soldiers. The two infan- 
try regiments wore the Soviet black visor 
caps with a conical peak on the top anda 
red star on the front, while their uniforms 
were of light green with a darker trim- 
ming around the pockets. The cavalry 
regiment consisted of Khuban Cossacks, 
sons of the former 33d Cossack Division 
in the Ozar’s army, and now a part of the 
5th Soviet Cossack Division. They had 
three mounts apiece and everything needed 
tow make them comfortable. 

It is a picturesque sight when a regi- 
ment of the nondescript army of the Far 
Eastern Republic marches through the 
sandy streets of Chita behind the waving 
red flags. 


Discipline Is Strict. 


Discipline is not meticulous, but it is 
strict. Martial law is enforced through 
the republic and soldiers do the policing. 
Any_person on the streets after midnight 
is sure to be stopped by a sentry and sent 
to the headquarters, where he will remain 
until daylight unless he can give a satis- 
factory account of himself. Such a pre 
caution is necessary with the present vast 
floating population of the country. Vodka 
is forbidden and, though contraband, is 
smuggled past the guards, intoxication in 
the army is rare and severely punished. 

The system of commissars, or peoples’ 
control, prevails in the army as in all the 
public service. A civilian commissar 1s 
attached to each battalion. In camp, each 
soldier has an equal voice in running the 
affairs of his military unit and is sup 
to prefer his complaints to the commissat. 
However, the commanding officer is the de 
ciding judge and the commissar usua 
works closely with him, to all practical 
purposes relieving the officer of much of 
the camp routine. While on the march or 
in action, the authority of the command- 
a is absolute. :
